“ NATIONAL DISINTEGRATION.” 


Not a little discussion of a rather grave character has been 
going on during the last fortnight or three weeks on the 
principles which should regulate the general policy of this 
country towards its colonial dependencies. If it had 
originated with the colonies themselves—if the Legislatures, 
or even the press, of our colonies proper had begun to display 
the injured spirit which has been assumed on their behalf by 
an individual or two professing to have an intimate know-

tones what England should do in dealing with that case, we 
own we should have been driven by it to look beneath the 
surface of ordinary information for some proofs of the utter 
unsoundness of that system which has been acted upon, of 
late years, by the mother country, in the relations she sustains 
to her colonial family. As the facts really stand we feel 
bound to acquit the colonies of all responsibility for what 
looks very much like an attempt at intimidation; and, whether

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attractive and economical budget is considered of more 
consequence to us than the affectionate alegiance of 
nascent empires; and that, by a system of parochial 
parsimony and heartless economy, this country is un- 
wittingly, but deservedly, earning for herself the fierce 
hatred of future nations of English-speaking races. This, it 
must be admitted, is a tolerably heavy indictment to prefer 
against the statesmen and people of the United Kingdom. If 
such charges can be supported by equally weighty evidence, 
one can account for the unmeasured indignation with which 
the subjects of them are denounced. But we may ask, with a 
slight show of astonishment which we are utterly unable to 
suppress, is this the case? Has England in her demeanour to 
her colonial subjects fairly laid herself open to these accusa- 
tions? Has she, during the last ten—we may safely say 
twenty—years, made her oppressive misrule so felt in her 
dependencies as to deserve to have flaunted in her face, as a 
warning, the irreparable loss incurred by George III. and 
Lord North? We have looked through the indictment with 
the utmost care; but we are bound to say that, as the result 
ef eur scrutiny, we have been unable to discover a single fact, 
except those which relate to New Zealand, which even seems 
to bear out the offence imputed to us with such vehemence of 
language. 

If there be any degree of acquiescence by the English 
people in the so-called policy of “national disintegration,” it 
is due simply to their disinterested and generous desire to put 
no obstacle in the way by which the colonists may elect to 
march to their ultimate destination. There never has been a 
disposition on the part of England to cast them off. Their 
separation from her has never been contemplated unless as the 
deliberate act of their own will. That it must one day or 
other be effected, and that populous States on the other side 
of the globe will, in due season, demand independence, the 
most thoughtful politicians have clearly foreseen. British 
colonial policy has been shaped in accordance with this pre- 
sumption, and in preparation for changes which appear to be 
inevitable, because natural. Englishmen have cherished the 
wich that, what must happen in some stage or other of the 
future, should happen under conditions in which the pre- 
ferences of the colonists may be quietly accorded to them, and 
which will entail upon coming generations no unpleasant 
remembrances. But, whilst they have schooled themselves to 
exyect that the ties which connect the old country with the 
new countries will be eventually dissolved, they have done 
nothing that we are aware of to hasten the dissolution or to 
show that they are impatient for its occurrence. It cannot 
truly be alleged against them that they have undervalued the 
prestige which the colonies confer upon the empire. It can- 
not fairly be said that it has cost them nothing, or that 
they have borne the cost in a niggardly spirit. If now the 
colonies which have received the boon of self-government are 
reminded of their duty to “ pay their way’’ in the manage- 
ment of their own internal affairs, it can hardly be maintained 
in regard to any one of them that the unpleasant obligation 
was put upon them before they were well able to bear it. 

Our kinsmen on the other side of the ocean, be it the 
Atlantic or be it the Pacific, will readily admit, we think, 
that we have manifested no desire, of late years at any rate, 
to abridge their political rights. We have never taxed them, 
as George III. essayed to tax his American colonies. We have 
given over into their hands the fullest authority to make 
their own laws, to raise their own revenues, to dispose of their 
own lands, to settle their own domestic policy. They could 
hardly be freer or more independent if they were separated 
frcm us than they are already. That they have been fully 
conscious of this, several of them have proved by adopting 
tariffs which, however convenient to themselves, are hostile to 
the commerce of the mother country. It is notorious that, 
with occasional intermissions incident to all communities, 
their course has been, on the whole, thriving and prosperous, 
and that, with unlimited resourses waiting for development, and 
opportunities inviting improvement, their burdens are light as 
compared with those of the parent State. True, we are vastly 
wealthier than they in accumulated capital. True also that 
as capital accrues to them it is immediately absorbed by works 
which civilisation imperatively requires; but there can be no 
doubt whatever that in our colonies the competence that is 
nec ssary for a comfortable subsistence is much more evenly 
diffused than it is in this country, and that industry is less 
severely taxed for the non-productive classes. It is certainly 
not required by equity—nor, in our judgment, by sound 
policy—that the British workman should be mulcted of a part 
of his hard earnings, in order that the much more prosperous 
and hopeful colonist should escape the pecuniary pressure 
which adverse circumstances may chance to throw upon him. 

We fear there is something behind this sudden agitation. 
It is a curious coincidence that the revivalists of commercial 
protection under the guise of reciprocity have taken up the 
supposed cause of the colonists. In a memorial to her Majesty 
they say that they have heard of the intentions of her advisers 
to get rid of her colonial empire, and they patriotically pro- 
test against the design. We all remember the economical 
rystem of which “Ships, colonies, and commerce” was the 
motto. We know what monopolies were sheltered under that 
impressive formula. Is it sought to bring us back to that 
exploded policy? Is this assault on the principles upon 
which the government of our colonial dependencies has pro- 
ceeded for many years past a part of a more general plan of 
reaction? Or hasall this grand machinery been set in notion 
merely for the purpose of coercing the Colonial Office into a 
more liberal treatment of suffering New Zealand? Pos- 
sibly, both motives may have contributed somewhat to 
the result. The suggestion may seem an uncharitable 
ene, but really the sweeping accusation which is brought 
against England of meditating nothing less than “ national 
disintegration,” caught up and repeated as it has been 
by the revivalists of Protection, is so unfounded in fact 





and is so vehement in expression that we are quite unable to 
account for it by any visible reasons for colonial dissatisfac- 
tion. We feel bound, however, to deny that there is even a 
plausible pretext for suspecting that England desires to cast 
off her colonies, that her policy towards them is dictated by 
a spirit of meanness or of injustice, and that she has yielded 
to a temptation to put a narrow interpretation upon her 
Imperial responsibilities. We believe that she honestly aims 
at doing justice to all her children, wherever they may dwell, 
and whatever may be their circumstances; but we are also 
convinced that she neither can, nor ought to, overlook the 
claims of her own too heavily burdened population, in deference 
to the one-sided expectation which this or the other colony 
may think fit to indulge, or, more correctly, perhaps, which 
this or that party at home may put forward in its behalf.

THE OPENING OF THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The grand historical event of this week is the formal public op-ning 
of the Isthmus of Suez Maritime Canal, for seagoing steam-ships, 
from the Mediterranean at Port Said to the Red Seaat Suez. It 
will be recollected by all our readers that we presented, in the 
months of March and April, this year, a very complete series of 
Illustrations of the works in progress along the whole line of the 
canal, from the sketches taken about that time on the spot by our 
Special Artist, Mr. W. Simpson, who had previously furnishe1 us 
with [Iustrations of the Mont Cenis Railway and Alpine Tunnel, 
and of the harbour improvements at Brindisi, forming part of the 
new route from England to India. Mr. Simpson, an experienced 
traveller in the East, having twice visited the Crimea, in time of 
war and in time of peace, having travelled the different provinces 
of India, seen the relics of Palestine, and marched with the Abys- 
sinian expedition, is well qualified to appreciate the peculiar 
interest of such an undertaking as the Suez Canal. de has there- 
fore been dispatched once again to Egypt, in the special service 
of this Journal, to attend the grand aquatic procession 
Wednesday and Thursday last, in which all the principal 
Sovereign Courts of Continental Euro were represented 
by members of their Royal or Imperial families, on board 
their respective ships of war. The following is the programme 
which was to be observed at the inauguration of the canal :—** All 
the ships are to assemble on Nov. 16 at Port Said, where prep.ra- 
tions are being made for placing signals to indicate the anchorage 
of each. On the following day, the 17th, at dawn, a salute of 
twenty-one guns will be fired, to announce the time of departure, 
and the different ships will commence moving in the following 
order: the Aigle, having on board the Empress of the French; the 
steam-corvette Hertha, having on board the Crown Prince of 
Prussia; the steam-corvette Elizabeth, on board of which will 
embark Archduke Victor, brother of the Emperor of Austria; the 
steam-corvette Fava, with Prince Henry of the Netherlands; and 
the steam-corvette Vanadis, with Prince Augustus of Sweden, 
After the single vessels will follow the squadrons. The first will be 
the Italian squadron, commanded by Rear-Admiral Prinve 
Amadeus of Savoy; then the French squadron in the Levant, led 
by the frigate Themis (bearing the Admiral’s flag); then the 
Netherlands division, and then the Swedish division. When all 
the vessels of war have entered the canal the merchant steamers and 
steam-launches, with the spectators, will follow. The Khedive of 
Egypt will precede the cortége by an hour, on board the steamer 
Latif, with his Ministers, Aides-de-Camp, and engineers. The 
Latif will be followed immediately by the steamer of the Isthmus 
of Suez Canal Company, charged with the direction of the arrange- 
ments. When the Aigle arrives at Suez a salute of 101 guus will 
be fired by the Egyptian artillery.’’ 

We shall suebahly receive the sketches of the opening of the 
canal in the latter part of next week, and they may come in time 
for the Engravings to appear in our Number of the week after 
next. In the mean while, our Artist has sent us one of the 
departure of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam-Packet Company’s 
vessel Delta from Marseilles, on Saturday, the 6th inst., conveying 
the directors of that company and the English visitors invited by 
the Viceroy of Egypt to attend the festivities of the 17th and 18th. 
The scene in the Napoleon Basin, from which the Delta started, was 
very picturesque. The water there is deep sea-blue; the cragy: 
hills and mountains rise around, with a fine peak crowned by the 
church of Notre Dame. The weather was clear and bright, and the 
flags streamed out gaily in the fresh morning breeze. As the Delta— 
a beautiful veesel—steamed off from the quay and went out straight 
between the moles, seaward, with the American frigate Franklin on 
the one hand, and the Pera and Poonah, of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company’s fleet, on the other, hoisting the French flag, it 
was a very pretty spectacle. The band on board the United States 
war-ship played ‘God Save the Queen.’’ Our Illustration shows 
the Delta, already moving on, in the middle of the Engraving; the 
Franklin lies close to the quay and storehouses, on the left hand; 
the Pera and the Poonah are to the right. One of these vessels was 
taking in cargo and passengers; the other had just arrived from 
sea, having encountered a heavy mistral on her voyage. Their 
crews had stopped work to do honour to the company’s directors 
in smart, frigate-like style. The Poonah, which is the one nearest 
to the offices of the company, in the right-hand corner, had 
previously been inspected. 

We learn by the telegrams from Port Said that the Emperor of 
Austria, the Crown Prince of Prussia, Prince Henry of the Nether- 
lands, and Prince Louis of Hesse, arrived there on Monday; the 
Empress of the French, and the British and French Ambassadors at 
Constantinople, arrived on Tuesday. The British Mediterranean 
squadron, including the iron-clad ships Prince Consort and Royal 
Oak, the Bellerophon and Caledonian, and others, were in the 
harbour. The Khedive, or Viceroy of Egypt, received his Royal and 
Imperial guests with all due honour. 

On Tuesday the festival of the Suez Canal was commenced at 
Port Said by religious ceremonies in the open air, which were per- 
formed both by the Ulemas of the Mohammedan religion and by 
the Catholic priests. The latter was concluded by a speech and a 
benediction from Monsignore Bauer, the almoner of the Empress 
Eugénie. Monsignore Bauer applauded the consummation of the 
work, and thanked the Khedive, who had immortalised his reign 
by co-operation in one of the greatest undertakings that any 
century had produced. The speaker then dwelt upon the complete 
liberty which the Khedive had granted to Christianity, and thanked 
the Empress Eugénie for the deep sympathy she had displayed 
in the work, and he also thanked M. de Lesseps for the great 
exertion he had made to effect its completion, and the Princes and 
the representatives of foreign Powers for their presence. 

The following telegram arrived on Wednesday :—“ Ismailia, 
Nov. 17. The Suez Canal has been successfully opened to-day, and 
the Empress Eugénie has arrived from Port Said. Two French 
steamers have arrived from Suez. The canal is consequently open 
from the Red Sea to the Mediterranean. The Emperor of Austria 
and the Prince of Prussia are here.”’

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, Nov. 18, 

As may be supposed, Paris, and indeed all France, has been looking 
forward with much anxiety to the result of the anticipated struggle 
between the Democratic and extreme Democratic parties for the 
four vacant seats for Paris in the Corps Législatif—the candi- 
dature of the recognised champion of Protection in the third 
circumscription exciting no particular attention. Now, how- 
ever, that MM. Ledru Rollin, Barbés, and Felix Pyat have 
finally signified their intention not to come forward, and M. Louis 
Blanc, who was subsequently invited, also refuses to stand, all the 
interest centres in the candidature of M. Rochefort, who is opposed 
in the first circumscription by M. Carnot. The struggle between 
these two is likely to be most severe, although the general opinion 
inclines to the author of the Lanterne securing the seat. 

M. Rochefort suddenly disappeared from Paris towards the close 
of last week, which gave rise to all manner of detrimental rumours, 
It was, however, soon known that he had simply gone to London, 
as one of a deputation, with the view of persuading M. Ledru Rollin 
to come over to Paris; but the latter, on the score that his pres2nc> 
in the French capital at the present moment might lea to dis- 
turbances, refused the pressing invitation. He, however, is u:d 
an address to the electors urging them to vote for him as 4 non- 
juring candidate, and thereby “ pacifically and without any 
violence deal a fatal blow to the Empire and make their vote an 
epoch in the glorious fasti of Democracy.’’ A few days afterwards, 
finding his advice to the electors condemned by nearly the whole 
of the Liberal Jpress, he announced the withdrawal of his candi- 
dature. M. Felix Pyat came over to Paris and made a sensational 
speech in the Faubourg St. Antoine, concluding, however, by de- 
clining to be put in nomination, and advising the working men of 
that industrial quarter to bring forward one of their own body. 
M. Barbés refused to become a candidate, on the score of ill-health ; 
and M, Louis Blanc declined, on the plea that he did not wish to 
cause dissension in the Liberal ranks. At the present moment the 
fi ur candidates who meet with'general support are MM. Carnot, 
Crimieux, Bresson, and Arago. But their election, writes that 
ardent representative of Imperialism, M. Paul de Cassagnac, in the 
Pays, ** will only indefinitely prolong the present situation, which 
is intolerable. Don’t fall into thatsnare. What the Conservatives 
want is an émeute. An émeute of a fewhours will ensure you long 
days of calm and repose. The election of the nonjuring candidates 
must produce a revolt; and then a good battle, short and decisive, 
will extinguish the present agitation.”’ 

By far the most important political incident of the week, howe 
ever, is the issue of the manifesto of the Left, signed by twenty- 
seven members of that body, including not merely the names of the 
more moderate leaders, such as Jules Favre, Jules Simon, Ernest 
Picard, and Eugéne Pelletan, but irreconcilables like Bancel, 
Gambetta, and Esquiros. Although this document has only been 
out a few days, and was at first received with derision by the 
more violent Republicans and Socialists at their meetings, it 
evidently indicates the public pulse, and has been the means of 
consolidating, as it were, the advanced Liberal party. Stranger 
than all, it has met with commendation on the part of several of 
the more Conservative journals, which frankly enough admit “‘ the 
principal reforms it proposes to be quite in conformity with the 
spirit of the Parliamentary system founded upon universal 
suffrage.’’ 

The manifesto sets forth that the members of the Left intend to 
interpellate the Government upon ‘the unjustifiable delay in the 
convocation of the Corps Législatif;’’ to ‘‘demand a law render- 
ing to the Chamber the absolute right of deciding when it is to 
be prorogued ;”’ to interpellate the Government ‘*‘touching the 
disorders in some quarters of Paris in June last. The bloody 
dramas in two of our great manufacturing districts must also,’’ it 
says, **be a subject of inquiry.’’ The manifesto then proceeds to 
affirm that ‘‘ the Government must not retain the power of carving 
out and remodelling at will the electoral circumscriptions. The 
vote should be relieved from the trammels of the preliminary oath 
and all interference of authority; and the undersigned only echo 
the general demand when they call for a new law rendering the 
mayors elective, and require that Paris and Lyons shall be restored to 
the enjoyment of common law. They, at the same time, insist on 
liberty of action for the municipalities and emancipation from that 
tutelage which now paralyses them. Electoral liberty and municipal 
liberty will be inefficacious if the intolerable privileges which cover 
public functionaries are maintained. The existing constitutien of 
the army is alike threatening to peace and liberty, and the present 
system should give place to one which would arm the whole country 
for the defence of the nation and its free institutions; and, as a 
sanction of this system, the right of declaring war should be vested 
in the nation alone. The press should be freed from all fetters, 
and the jurisdiction of the jury in regard to press offences should be 
re-established.’’ Finally, the manifesto sets forth that its signa- 
taries will demand “ full liberty of association, and a revision of 
the law on public meetings, with a view to do away with those 
arbitrary provisions which, while restricting an essential right and 
rendering the exercise of it humiliating, are the cause of continual 
irritation and frequent conflicts.”’ 

There have been the usual crop of rumours during the week 
with reference to probable Ministerial changes, but no one puts any 
particular faith in them. One day it is said that M. Rouher is 
intriguing with the Marquis de Lavalette, whose departure for his 
—— post has been continually announced and as continually 
delayed, so that even now it ie not generally known over here 
whether or not he is installed at the ambassadorial residence at 
Albert-gate. Another day it is reported that new advances have 
been made to M. Emile Ollivier, and that there is a probability o 
an understanding being come to between him and M. Magne. It is 
not likely now, however, that any Ministerial changes will take 
place before the opening of the Chambers, 

At Compiégne there have been Cabinet Councils, — con- 
certs, stag-hunts, pheasant battues, excursions to Pierrefonds, and 
a review of the Zouaves and Carabiniers of the Guard in the park of 
the chateau, at which last the Emperor was present, and, moreover, 
on horseback. It is commonly stated that the Emperor will-come 
to Paris on Satarday, so as to be present in the capital while the 
elections are going on, a course which is generally condemned, as 
his presence will evidently seem to imply that there is some danger 
of disturbances taking place; whereas, spite of all the violent 
language made use of at the election meetings, and which has given 
foreigners an utterly erroneous notion of the general state of public 
feeling in France, no sensible person really believes the peace of the 
capital will be disturbed for one moment on Sunday or Monday next. 


SPAIN, 

Admiral Topete has been elected Vice-President of the Spanish 
Cortes by 133 votes against 5. 

The Bishop of Havannah was arrested yesterday week at Cadiz. 
A considerable sum of money for the Carlist chiefs was found in 
his possession. 

At Wednesday’s sitting of the Cortes the Minister of the Colonies 
read a despatch from Havannah announcing that the insurgents 
in the eastern portion of the island have been defeated by the 
Government troops, leaving 250 dead on the field of battle, The 
despatch adds that the insurrection is decreasing, and that public 
confidence is reviving in Havannah. 

ITALY. 
The health of King Victor Emmanuel continues to improve. 
The gratification experienced by the Italians at the recovery of 


their King has been increased by the birth of an heir to the Throne, 
Princess Margherita, the wife of Prince Hum having been 
safely delivered of a son on Thursday week. The t Prince has 


received the title of Prince of Naples. : 

The tribunal of Florence has condemned Major Lobbia to one 
year’s imprisonment, Signor Martinati to six months’ ordinary 
imprisonment, and 8 Caregnato and Novelli to three months’ 
imprisonment each. Signor Benelli has been acquitted. 





The following statistics of the Roman Catholic hierarchy which 
has been summoned to attend the Council at the Vatican are given 
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in the Correspondance de Rome :—* Patriarchs, Archbishops, and 
Bishops resident in their respective sees, 766; the same ‘in par- 
tibus infidelium,’ 228: total, 994. Of these 12 are Patriarchs, 75 
resident Archbishops of the Latin rite, 25 resident rare of 
ether rites, and 36 Archbishops in partibus ; 605 are resident Latin 
Bishops, ab are resident Bishops of éther rites, and 193 are Bishops 
in partibus. Three of the right rev. prelates are ninety-five years 
of age—namely, Mgr. Bombini, of Cassano; Mgr. Goyeneche, of 
Lucia; and Mgr. Cavi, of Leghorn. Two others are ninety and 
upwards; and twenty more are octogenarians. The seven youngest 
of the Bishops are between thirty and thirty-five years of age.”’

RUSSIA,

few days ago, in presence of the Emperor, the Cesarewitch, the 
Grand Dukes Alexis and Constantine, and the Prince of Oldenburg. 

A review of all the troops of the ison of St. Petersburg has 
taken place in honour of the Emir of Bokhara. A force of 40,000 
men were assembled on the Champ-de-Mars, and cheered the Em- 
peror Alexander for the first time since his return from Livadia. 


AMERICA. 
Thursday having been fixed by the President as Thanksgiving 
Dey, a general holiday was observed throughout the United States. 
t is officially stated that the revenue receipts of the United 
States for the la:t quarter amounted to 110,000,000 dols. 

The Alabama Legislature has ratified, and the Tennessee Legis- 
lature has rejected, the Constitutional amendment relating to 
the suffrage. Partial returns indicate that the Anti-Confederation 
candidates have secured a majority. 

An official denial is on to the announcement made by the 
New York press that the United States war-steamer Albany, 
which sailed from New York for San Domingo on Thursday week, 
had gone to take possession of Samana Bay. She is merely destined 
to replace a vessel leaving the American squadron station in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

The United States Government now has but a small army at its 
disporal, about 17,000 men, and its operations are devoted chiefly to 
checking and punishing bands of hostile Indians. 

A telegram from Philadelphia tells of a terrible collision on the 
Pacific Railway. The accident happened on Sunday morning, near 
San Francisco, Two trains met, and were completely smashed. 
From ten to fifteen persons were killed, and nearly fifty wounded, 


CANADA, 

The transfer of the Hudson Bay Company's territory to the

Not even the splendours of the Lesseps Canal can attract the 
eyes of politicians from the situation in Paris. We are now 
within ten days of the meeting of the Legislature. The 
public absurdities of MM. Pyat and Rochefort have con- 
cluded with a couple of speeches by those mountebanks, to 
whom, were a prize to be adjudged, it might be given in the 
significant line of our own poet— 
An oaken s taff each merits for his pains, 

M. Pyat’s finishing oration was adorned by a very dignified 
rhetorical artifice—he eulogised the great and generous 
Sovereign by whose decree he had been called before his 
audience, and then he allayed the growling displeasure of the 
canaille he addressed by explaining that he meant his Majesty 
the People. His speech was a raving complaint against every 
rule which society has laid down for self-government. M., 
Rochefort paid his double homage to the impiety of the 
rabble, in one case by a profanity too coarse for reproduction, 
in the other by announcing that his child, eight years of age, 
had never been baptised, and never should be. These are the 
politicians to whom a French mob listens; and we imagine 
that the most ardent British Radical will hardly desire that 
such speakers and such listeners should be treated with 
respect. 

jut men of another stamp have now come to the front. 
“The Left’’ has issued its proclamation of war—declaring, 
however, that it will use no weapons save arguments and 
votes unless the power to use these be taken away by violence. 
Jules Favre, Gambetta, Jules Simon ; Esquiros, the “ hot 
Breton ;” Viscount de Kératry, and twenty-two more, have 
signed a manifesto of their intentions. In brief, these are as 
follow :—They will call the Government to account for the 
long and abusif interregnum. Their object is the government 
of the nation, by itself, by and for liberty. They believe that, 
with the support of their fellow-citizens, they can bring 
about reforms peacefully. They mean to demand that 
the Chamber itself shall alone have the right of pro- 
rogation. They will also insist on inquiry into the riots 
of June, and the sanguinary tragedies in two manu- 
facturing centres. Availing themselves of the right of initi- 
ative, they address themselves to the machinery of elections, 
and propose to take from the Government the power of adjust- 
ing the circumscriptions—a power which it is charged with 
having abused. They will do away with the preliminary oath 
and all intervention by the authorities. There shall also be 
reform in municipal institutions, and the intolerable privileges 
of public functionaries shall be done away. The Military 
Law, which menaces both peace and liberty and impoverishes 
the country, is to be abolished. Among other important 
points are a suppression of the caution-money and stamp for 
journals, the restoration of a jury for press offences, and the 
extension of the right to print and publish. Liberty of public 
association and the revision of the law in regard to meetings 
will be demanded. They end with a sentiment in which 
all Englishmen will join them—a repudiation of the out- 
rageous doctrine that a representative, instead of being sent to 
deliberate, is a mere delegate bound to obey the mandate of 
his constituents. 

Such is the programme of the Left, and it must be evident 
to all readers that it plants a battery of powerful guns against 
personal government. Be it remembered that these cannon 
will be served, not only by the gunners whose names are to 
the document, but also by all or most of the 116 who prepared 
the famous interpellation of July. When the bombardment 
shall really begin, it will be formidable. And that is, truly, 
nearly all that can be said with certainty. The rest is specula- 
tion ; but then speculation, it is true, need not gaze vaguely 
into mist and confusion, inasmuch as divers considerations 
nearly become “ objects ’’ if we look steadily out. 

Examine the programme of the Left ever so cursorily, it 
is manifest that a moiety of success in carrying it out involves 
an end to the present system. No mere modifications, no 
mere Constitutional checks, are sought to be imposed on the 
execution of will. The Chamber to sit in per- 
petuity, if it likes, public meetings permitted to support it, 
no oath of allegiance, the press absolutely free; and, most 
important of all, military law done away, and, as we 
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gather, something like a national guard substituted; and 
where is Imperialism ? We need surely not waste a line in 
pointing out the significance of these propositions. Rochefort 
and his rabble jeered them, and denounced M. Gambetta as 
a traitor; but it was only abject ignorance or brutal tur- 
bulence that spoke in these yells: the mob either desired a 
revolution or could not see that its elements —violence 
deducted—were before them. The next consideration, there- 
fore, is but a logical inference, and it brings us on to the 
question whether the Empire will grant one tenth of what is 
here demanded; and, if it refuses to commit suicide, what 
will be the upshot ? 

We may be pardoned, we think, for dismissing the first of 
these questions with a word. Not the faintest sign or sound 
that has been made on behalf of the Government of France 
has given indication that it has for a moment meditated what 
would be abdication. We do know, however, what the 
Emperor himself is prepared to grant, and that is set forth in 
the elatorated Senatus Consultum—the platform on which 
the dynasty plants itself in the eyes of France and Europe. 
The Left has been thinking too rapidly; or, as was said of 
Marmont, its watch goes too fast. It has been seen that 
much of what the Left now calls for may at a future 
date be obtained through the means of the liberty which the 
Empire agrees to concede; but the Left determines that the 
kingdom of liberty shall suffer violence, and that the violent 
shall take it by force. Now comes the double test, that of the 
sincerity of the Government, and that of the patriotism of 
Frenchmen. We have now to watch one of the largest and 
grandest of experiments, and it behoves us to know what the 
process means. Save that events seldom take exactly the 
course predicted for them, it is difficult to see how the ques- 
tions can adjust themselves in other than one of two ways. 
Granted Imperial resistance to all these demands, will France 
herself insist upon them and risk convulsion, or will she 
consent to give reformed institutions time to work themselves 
into liberal institutions’ That isthe problem for the solution 
of which Europe is waiting, and it is no light matter that the 
future of a grand and noble nation should be at this moment 
in the state which alchemy was wont to call Projection.

At 
the Council Parliament was further prorogued from De. 23 to 
Monday, Jan, 10, 1870, and the convocations of Canterbury and 
York were prorogued to Jan. 11. Mr. Helps was clerk of the 
Council. Earl De Grey and Ripon, the Right Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone, the Earl of Clarendon, Viscount Sydney, and the Right 
Hon. H. A. Bruce, had audiences of the Queen. The Right Hon. 
A. H. Layard had an audience of her ey on his appoint- 
ment as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Madrid. The Bishop of Salisbury arrived at the castle, and was 
introduced to her Majesty's presence yy the Lord Chamberlain, 
and did homage. The hight Hon. H. A. Bruce was present. 
The Hon. and Rev. E. 8. Keppell, Deputy Clerk of the Closet, 
was in attendance. The following gentlemen arrived at the 
castle, and were introduced by the rd Chamberlain to the 
Queen’s presence and received the honour of knighthood :— 
Mr. James Alderson, M.D., President of the a College of 
Physicians; Mr. Albert W. Woods, F.S.A., Garter King of Arms ; 
Mr. William Fethergall Cooke; Mr. Roger Therry, formerly Judge 
of Supreme Court, New South Wales; and Mr. Thomas G. Frost, 
late ever ef Chester. Princess Louisa was present during the 
ceremony. The Right Hon. H. A. Bruce was in attendance. Sir 
Albert W. Woods was afterwards introduced by the Lord Chamber- 
lain to the Queen, when her Majesty invested him with the badge 
of the Order of the Garter, on his appointment as Garter King of 
Arms, after which the sceptre of his office was handed to him by 
her Majesty. The Lord, Groom, and Equerry in Waiting were in 
attendance. The Queen, accompanied by Princess Christian, 
Princess Louisa, and Princess Beatrice, walked and drove out. 
Princess Louisa and Princess Beatrice rode in the Home Park. 
Prince and Princess Christian dined with her Majesty. Major-

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


Place for the Pope! For us Acatholici, as his Holiness terms us, 
his letter, addressed to Archbishop Manning, has a certain interest, 
though the obliging invitation which it contains will hardly, I sup- 
pose, be accepted by many heretics. His Holiness desires to explain 
to the non-Catholic world that, while it is impossible that the 
(Ecumenical Council should collectively discuss errors which have 
been already condemned (as the error that it is not wicked even to 
hope for the salvation of a Protestant), there will be in Rome a 
large number of viri divinarum rerum periti—learned divines—to 
whom the unconvinced may open their minds, and from whom they 
may receive abundant light to guide them to the truth. His 
Holiness fervently prays for this happy issue, and blesses the 
Archbishop and all his diocese. It is well that Protestants should 
be informed of the opportunity thus benignantly offered to them ; 
and it is only justice to the Pope to say that nothing can 
be more kindly expressed than the message conveyed through 
Dr. Manning. I trust that his Holiness will not be 
offended, or unduly grieved, when, in the same journal 
which publishes his letter for Englishmen, his secretary reads 
that, at the suggestion of M. Merle d’Aubigne, Protestants 
throughout the world receive another invitation, which begs them 
to set apart the period of the Council to pray for the priesthood and 
members of the ‘‘Roman’’ Catholic Church that they may be de - 
livered from error. A third interesting theological fact is that the 
Archbishop of Constantinople, ‘‘the new Rome,”’ and CEcumenical 
Patriarch, has written a most affectionate epistle to the Lord 
Archibald Campbell, exarch of the Christians of the Anglican Con- 
fecsion, greatly approving, in general, the English Prayer-Book, 
which Archbishop Tait had sent him, taking exception to details, 
and expressing a cordial desire for unity. Three more remarkable 
religious demonstrations have not often been recorded together. 





Anything from M. Prevost-Paradol is worth attention, and his 
lecture on social life in France is signally worth it. He has been 
explaming matters to a Scottish audience. Among the state- 
meuts he has made, one or two have a novelty. He informs 
us that the Church of Rome has comparatively little power over the 
male agriculturists of France, and that they are only—and very 
much—in awe of the State. But he says that the Church has 
regained its hold over the bourgeois class, which is very religious 
indeed. The artisans are mostly Republicans and believers in the 
unbelief of Voltaire. The question of French marriage he has 
handled somewhat freely. He says that the French are passionately 
fond of their children, and that the chief incentive to marriages of 
convenience is the desire to make provision for offspring. Into the 
question of the smallness of French families he does not go. But 
he desires us to disbelieve all but a hundredth part of what novelists 
and playmakers tell us of the unhappy results of such marriages. 
It is bad that love should not precede a union, but good sense and 
good feeling avert the consequences which it is usual to suppose 
belong to matches of interest. The French matron's head domi- 
nates her heart, says M. Prevost-Paradol, and the rule in France is 
that householdsare happy. This is, perhaps, not saying a great deal, 
but it is satisfactory to hear it from so competent an authority. It 
is, moreover, not fair to French society to hold that because ita 
literature of fiction and of the drama is based upon an oppo- 
site theory, and is accepted by readers and audiences, it is 
truthful. We should be sorry if English society were to be 
judged by our sensation novels and dramas, yet how popular 
they are! Conjugal infidelity is freely used by our fiction- 
ists, though a virtuous theatrical audience will not hear of 
it, and will tolerate nothing worse than forgery and murder. Yet 
the Divorce Court is not overburdened with work, and most of its 
cases are presented by nearly the lowest class; while, so far as I 
know, there is very little forgery or murder in decent society —or 
the detectives are even stupider than they are represented in story. 
I think that we ought to be obliged to M. Prevost-Paradol for 
enabling us to speak of our neighbours as we speak of ourselves. 





Very lucky are those who are able to attend the lectures on 
Physical Science which are being delivered by Professor Huxley at 
the South Kensington Museum. He is one of the most delightful 
of lecturers, and the subjects are just those which we all pretend to 
understand perfectly, but in which few of us would like to stand 
an examination. His audiences will, if they listen with their 
minds as well as their ears, be able to distinguish themselves at the 
dinner-tables. I have been looking at the ** notes of lectures,’’ (a 
Happy Thought—the documents are not at all like the conventional 
programme), and even without going to 8S, K. I have profited 
considerably. I know how wide the Thames is at London Bridge— 
a sixth of a mile; and that in its deepest parts that river is some- 
times as little as 12 ft., and sometimes as much as 30ft. deep; that 
it takes seven hours to ebb and five to flow, and does it twice a day;

Also, do you know that the Thames basin 
is being washed into the sea, and that, if things go on at their 
present rate, it will be washed to the sea-level in a certain number 
of years?’ All these things, and hundreds more, are being ex- 
pounded at the 8, K. lectures, given by Professors Huxley, Guthrie, 
and Oliver. Physiography introduces elementary physics and 
chemistry, and these | to biology.

MUSIC. 


Since the qpeaing performance at the Royal Italian Opera, on Mon- 
day week, classical music has had anascendency, offering an agreeable 
contrast to its com tive subordination during the regular season 
there. We have ady spoken of Mozart’s * Il Flauto Magico,’’ 
as given on Tuesday week—the performance of which was repeated 
on the following Saturday. On Thursday week Beethoven's 
** Fidelio’’ was performed, with Mdlle. Titiens’ well-known repre- 
sentation of Leonora, a character in which her dramatic power and 
grand declamation are most worthily displayed in music such as no 
other stage work contains. Since the days when Madame Schroeder 
Devrient was in her prime there has scarcely been a Leonora so 
satisfactory throughout as that of Mdlle. Titiens—not forgetting 
the admirable performances of Madame Malibran, Madame Viardot- 
Garcia, and Mdlle, Sophie Cruvelli. However great the dramatic 
conception and powers of musical expression may be, the repre- 
sentative of Leonora must possess an exceptional physique to sus- 
tain the continuous strain imposed by the rapidly-succeeding situa- 
tions in the last act. How successfully Mdlle. Titiens goes through 
this ordeal, how grandly she sings in the duet of the grave-digging 
scene, in the following trio, quartet, and duet, is well known from 
her many previous performances, none of which have surpassed in 
power and effect that of Thursday week—when, also, the great 
scena, the invocation to Hope, in the first act, was again one of 
her chief successes. The efficiency of Mdlle. Sinico as Marcellina, 
of Signor Gardoni as Florestan, Mr. Santley as Don Pizarro, and 
Mr. Lyall as Jacquino, again enhanced the general effect of the 
opera. The new basso, Signor Antonucci, was a respectable 
Rocco, and would have been better with less of tremolo and more 
certainty of intonation. On Monday ‘‘ Don Giovanni’’ was per- 
formed, with Mdlle. Titiens as Donna Anna, another of this 
artist’s great successes in heroic opera. Mdlle, Sinico was Elvira, 
Signor Mongini Don Ottavio, Signor Cotogni Don Giovanni, as on 
many former occasions; Madame Vanzini Zerlina (also not for the 
first time) ; and Herr Formes re-appeared as Leporello—a character 
to which he now imparts more dramatic force than musical 
refinement. Mr. Ambroise Thomas's ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ on Tuesday, in- 
troduced Mdlle, Di Murska for the first time as Ophelia; the part 
originally filled, in Paris and here, by Mdlle. Christine Nilsson, 
whose exquisite performance was one of her greatest triumphs, both 
in the French and the English capital; and, it is scarcely too much 
to say, upheld the opera, if it did not altogether save it, from 
early extinction. On the merits of the composer, as favourably 
and successfully displayed in various earlier works of a lighter 
kind, and on the characteristics of his ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ we dwelt 
at some length when the opera was first introduced here, 
in June last, and have now only to record the great suc- 
cess achieved by Mdlle. Di Murska on Tuesday night, far 
transcending that of any of her previous essays here. This lady 
has gradually advanced from her ealier position as a merely bril- 
liant executant of florid and passionless music into an admirable 
interpreter of pathos and passion. This progress was first evidenced 
last season in her performance as Lucia, which yields in merit and 
importance to the new assumption now referred to. In the earlier 
scenes of tenderness, the intensity of her attachment to Hamlet 
was admirably mingled with a maidenly grace and refinement that 
were never absent, even in the deeper scene of agony and 
despair when renounced by her lover. The great triumph, however, 
was in the principal situation of the fourth act, that portion of 
the opera which will probably alone survive—the death of Ophelia 
as made by the French dramatists a subject of representation instead 
of narration. The acting and singing of Mdlle. Di Murska were 
here both distinguished by high powers of conception and execution. 
In the delineation of crushed affections and withered hopes, the 
despair and delirium of frenzy which were yet never dissociated 
from grace and tenderness; in the delicate warbling of the 
plaintive old Swedish melody, the fitful bursts of wild hyste- 
rical laughter, the brilliant execution of vocal passages 
of extreme difficulty, and the gradually diminishing notes 
murmured by the drowning girl — all was admirable in design and 
performance, and was so recognised by a general tribute of enthusi- 
astic a. Mr. Santley’s Hamlet is again remarkable for the 
proof which it affords of the power of a great artist to give effect to 
music in itself heavy and characterless. His splondid singing, both 
cantabile and declamatory, ae a large share of the applause of 
the evening. Herr Formes looked the Ghost better than he sang 
his music; his voice wavered as though he were terror-stricken at 
Mdlle. Sinico was as efficient as before in the 
character of the Queen, and the other ts call for no comment. 
The scenic effects and the elaborate ballet action of the fourth act 
are as splendid as before. 

Mr. Otto Goldschmidt’s sacred pastoral, ‘‘ Ruth,’’ originally 
produced at the Hereford Festival in 1867, was performed (for the 
tirst time in London), at Exeter Hall, on Wednesday night, when, 
as at Hereford, the principal soprano solos (those of Ruth) were 
sung by Madame Goldschmidt, whose appearances have been few 
and far between since the days of her universal celebrity as Jenny 
Lind. The work, which has already been criticised, but for 
brief comment on its repetition, the more ~~ as it presents 
no — characteristics demanding analysis. r. Goldschmidt 
is well known as a musician of high attainments, practical and 
theoretical; but his “‘ Ruth’’ would appear to be a first, or 
at least an early, essay in an application of musical art that 
demands high natural gifts and exceptional powers. The work 
had the advantage of an especially fine performance, both choral 
and orchestral, the solos having of course been admirably rendered 
by the great artist already named, Madame Patey, Mr. Montem 
Smith, and Mr. Santley. adame Goldschmidt’ s voice still retains 
much of that resonant quality which it possessed in an exceptional 
degree, together with the earnest and devotional feeling and artistic 
phrasing that rendered her so eminent in the interpretation of 
sacred music. The applause bestowed on her was enthusiastic 
throughout, and the music itself and its composer were received 
with high favour by a sympathetic audience. Herr Goldschmidt 
conducted the performance.

Dove, and Miss Leigh that of the jealous wife, Mrs. Lionel Lynx. 
Mr. John Murray was the footman husband. All the characters 
indeed, were efliciently represented. , 

A new piece was produced, on Saturday, at Sadler's Wells. It 
is a four-act melodrama, by Mr. W. E. Suter, entitled “The 
Bavarian Girl; or, The Black Helmet.’’ At the opening of the 
piece we learn that Bavaria has concluded peace with Wirtemberg ; 
and, accordingly, Captain Alesis (Mr. E. Phelps) and Isolienne his 
wife (Mrs. Margaret Eburne) congratulate each other that the 
wars are over; but their happiness is disturbed by hear- 
ing that Prince Alesis is to be married to the Princess Octavia 
of Wirtemberg. The Princess (Miss Julia Summers) herself 
is driven to their dwelling (a humble farmhouse) by a storm, and 
when she departs leaves behind her a bracelet, which Isolienne 
determines to restore. The second act opens with the palace of the 
Duke of Bavaria, and here Isolienne seeks the Princess, and finds 
preparations for the reception of the Prince. At length he appears, 
and, to her surprise and consternation, proves to be her husband. The 
latter has an audience of his father, the Duke (Mr. Rosiere), whom 
he tells that he cannot wed the Princess; and ultimately Isolienne 
is arrested. In the next act an interview takes place between her 
and the Duke, during which Count Everard (Mr. T. W. Ford), in 
attendance on the Duke, is identified as a brigand known as the 
Black Helmet, from whose fury Isolienne was aforetime delivered 
by the Prince. In the last act the Duke abdicates, and his son, 
succeeding to his power, proceeds to punish the flagitious Count ; 
and Isolienne turns out to be the sister of the Princess, according 
to immemorial custom in such dramatic dilemmas. The performers 
were fully equal to their roles, and the drama, not being too long, 
was well received by the audience. 

The principal event of the week is, perhaps, the reproduction of 
‘*The Lady of Lyons’’ atthe Holborn, Mr. Barry Sullivan has 
provided this charming drama with some excellent scenery by Mr. 
Julian Hicks, and otherwise mounted the play in the best manner.

The melting of the snow in Durham and Yorkshire has con- 
siderably flooded the rivers.

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MONUMENT TO THE LATE ROBERT CHAMBERS, THE CIIAMPION WATERMAN, 


AT NEWCASTLE, 


THE TYNESIDE CHAMPION WATERMAN. 


A monument has been erected over the tomb of the late Robert 
Chambers, the renowned Tyneside waterman, who held the 
championship of England for aquatic skill and prowess. It stands 
in the Walker churchyard, at Newcastle, where the ceremony of 
unveiling the monument was performed, some weeks ago, in the 
—- of many spectators, after a suitable address by the Rev. R. 
‘hompson, incumbent of the church in thatsuburb. The monument 
is well placed, on a slightly-elevated piece of ground. It is com- 
pa entirely of Prudham stone of the best quality; it is 18 ft. 

igh, 9ft. long, 6ft. wide at the base, and consists of three 
divisions. The first part is a pedestal, with buttresses on the angles, 
6ft. 6in. from the ground, on which is placed a statue of Chambers, 
Reclining from each angle of the pedestal are four jambs, with

“R.C.’’ and some foliage; the 
gablets ornamented with crockets 
and finials, and the roof of the 
monument is carved with orna- 
mental slates to give variety of 
effect.

This 
building has been erected in 
memory of the Rev. John Fletcher, 
Vicar of Madeley, the friend and 
coadjutor of John Wesley, and a 
native of Switzerland. 

The Lausanne Theclogical Col- 
lege is designed for the training 
of ministers for the Wesleyan so- 
cieties in Switzerland and France. 
£5000 was granted for this build- 
ing, by the Wesleyan Conference, 
from the Jubilee Fund of the Mis- 
sionary Society, and under their 
authority and sanction the work 
has sages Me completed. In 
addition to English congregations, 
in France, Switzerland, and Cor- 
sica the Methodists have 184 





places of worship; thirty minis- 
ters, with upwards of 300 assist- 
ant teachers; more than 2000 
communicants; 2600 children in 
the schools, and about 10,000 
attendants on public worship. 
The training of ministers is con- 
sidered to be a duty of the first 
importance. The increasing con- 
gregation at Lausanne rendered a 
large chapel for public services a 
necessary part of the design, 
while class-rooms and a school for 
children were also required, in addition to the college buildings. 
The designs for the whole were prepared by Mr. Hoole. The 
buildings have been erected upon an elevated and commanding 
site, at an outlay of about £6000. The chapel, which forms the 
left wing, has seats for 500 persons; it has a chancel and vestry, 
and is covered with an open-timbered roof. Below the chapel, 
The right wing is occupied 
by the residence of the Principal, below which are class-rooms, 
on a level with the schools, and above is a large lecture-room 
for the students. The base of the tower is occupied by the prin- 
cipal staircase, which gives access to all departments, and the 
upper portion of the tower is appropriated to students’ rooms.

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THE ABYSSINIAN WAR MEDAL. 
The Royal Mint has lately been engaged in striking 20,000 medals 
for the troops and others employed in the late Abyssinian campaign. 
We give an Illustration of the design. The obverse comprises the 
head of her Majesty, shown on a plain field. The Queen’s brow is 
encircled by a diadem of rich workmanship, from beneath which a 
veil falls in graceful folds down to the shoulder, which is partly 
represented. Circles of jewels a the Queen’s neck, and the 
bust is placed within an inner ring slightly raised, and engrailed, 
or dotted, on its inner circumference. On the outside of this ring 
or frame for the Royal portrait is a series of nine vandykes, their 
apexes touching the outer and protecting edge, which also is finely 
engrailed, The pyramidal form of the floreated vandykes gives a

starlike appearance to the design. The legend is very simple, 
being comprised in the one word “ Abyssinia.’’ The letters are 
placed between the vandykes, and therefore at some distance from 
each other. The reverse consists of an admirably-executed wreath 
of laurel leaves, united at the base by a ribbon, and placed between 
the protecting edge and an engrailed inner ring. Contrary to the 
ordinary practice of imprinting the name of the recipient and his 
rank or title on the edge of the medal, the field or surface of the 
disc will bear that inscription in the present instance. Thus the 
recipient’s name will be encompassed by laurels, and made patent 
to all observers, like the words ‘‘ one shilling’’ on a coin of that 
denomination. The medal is of silver slightly finer than standard, 
its diameter being ljin., its weight }oz., and its intrinsic value 
3s. 10}d. It was impossible to avoid a delay of two or three months 
before the Abyssinian medals could be lettered, clasped, ribboned 
and made y for distribution. Every medal has had to be twice 
or thrice struck between the dies before completion. Messrs. Wyon, 
of Regent-street, designed the medal, which was approved by Mr.

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THE LATE 

MR. PEABODY. 
7 or seventy years ago, 
in the village of Danvers, 
Massachusetts, there was a 
little ws apprenticed to a 

r, having been taken 
Sonn school to learn a trade 
at eleven years of age. George 
Peabody was one of an 
honest, sober, industrious 
New England family, whose 
ancestors had emigrated from 
Old England six genera- 
tions before. There had been 
one or two Congregational 
ministers and divines of some 
repute for learning and piety 
among his elder kinsmen. 
For his own part, the district 
school had taught him read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic ; 
the rest of his knowledge was 
self taught in after life. 
Having been four years in 
the grocer’s store, and spent 
another year with his grand- 
father in the rustic labours 
of Vermont, he went to join 
his brother David, who had 
set up a drapery or “‘dry- 


goods”’ business at New- 
buryport. This was stopped 


in a few months by the dis- 
aster of a fire, which de- 
stroyed Peabody's shop, with 
most other houses in the 
little town. But an uncle, 
Mr. John Peabody, who had 
settled in Georgetown, ad- 
joining the Federal capital, 
in the district of Columbia, 
invited young George to be- 
come his commercial assist- 
ant. He went, and stayed 
with his uncle two years, 
managing a good — of 
the business, though still 

in his teens. In May, 

1812, during the unhappy \ 
war between Great Britain 

and the United States, when 

a British fleet came up 

the Potomac, this young 
merchant’s clerk, like others 

of his time, volunteered into 

the patriot army, and served 

a few months in the defence 

of Fort Warburton, as a true 

citizen soldier. The short \ 
war being over, his proved 

skill and diligence in trade 
brought him the offer of a 
partnership in a new con- 

cern. It was that of Mr. 
Elisha Riggs, who was about 

to commence the sale of 

* dry-goods’’—all sorts of 
clothing stuffs, as distin- 

guished from ‘* eries ’’ — 
throughout the Middle States 

of the Union. Riggs found 

the capital, while Peabody 

did the work; the firm of 

Riggs and Peabody had great 
success. Peabody acted as 
bagman, and often travelled 

alone, on horseback, through 

the western wilds of New York and Pennsylvania, or the planta- 
tions of Maryland and Virginia, if not farther, lodging with 
farmers or gentlemen slaveowners, and so becoming acquainted 
with every class of people and every way of living. The 
Southern connection grew the faster; and in 1815 the house 
was removed to Baltimore, though its branches were established, 
seven years later, at Phixdelphia and New York. Mr. Riggs, 
about the year 1830, having retired from business, Mr. Peabody 
found himself at the head of one of the largest mercantile firms in 
the home trade of America. His career was so far that of other 
clever and lucky commercial men,

But Mr. Peabody's character as a man of superior integrity, 
discretion, and public spirit, already distinguished him from others. 
He coveted no political office;. he courted the votes of no y; he 
waited upon no “‘ caucus,’’ put his foot down upon no “ platform,”’ 
went for no “‘ ticket,’’ but held aloof from the hateful strife of rival 
American factions. He chose rather to bestow on his native Com- 
monwealth the most perfect example of justice, honour, and 
liberality in social life, with the quiet self-culture of individual 
manh A Republic composed of such persons would have small 
need of political cunning. The honest man was so much greater 
than the State or nation that, while he sat at home, they came to 
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him for aid and counsel. His 
private morality and prudence 
were invoked to redeem the 
disasters of public finance. 
So it has often happened in 
the history of such affairs; 
the worth of one good citizen, 
as it saved Maryland from 


bankruptcy, would save a 
whole empire in many a 
similar case. 


But the time arrived, hap- 
pily for this country, and 
well, perhaps, forthe English 
race on both sides of the 
Atlantic, when Mr. Peabody 
came to London. His first 
visit to us was in 1827, while 
he was still chief partner of 
the Baltimore firm. From 
this he at length withdrew 
in 1843, and fixed himself 
here, as merchant and money- 
broker, with others, by the 
style of George Peabody and 
Co., of Warnford-court, City. 
He held deposits for cus- 
tomers, discounted bills, ne- 
gotiated loans, and bought 
or sold stocks. As one of 
three commissioners ap- 
pointed by the State of Mary- 
land to obtain means for 
restoring its credit, he refused 
to be paid for his services ; 
he received a special vote of 
thanks from the Legislature 
of that State. Americans in 
Europe were always glad to 
know Mr. Peabody, from 
whom they gained, if they 
deserved it, the most useful 
assistance, as well as the 
kindest welcome. His private 
hospitality, not less delicately 
than freely offered, though 
he was a bachelor simply and 
cheaply living in chambers, 
was exerted without stint of 
cost for the pleasure of those 
who called on him with a 
letter of personal introduc- 
tion. He used to give them 
pleasant little dinners at his 
club, or at Richmond or 
Hampton Court, places dear 
to the American visitor. The 
anniversary of American In- 
b> ag oe the Fourth of 
July, he used to celebrate 
with a semi-public dinner at 
the Crystal Palace. Mr. 
Peabody, indeed, was of all 
men least like a hermit or 
ascetic; but his taste was 
to be social in the enjoyment 
of all things; he would 
spend little for himself; his 
only solitary gratification, we 
believe, was the peaceful sport 
of the angler, in which, like 
Mr. Bright, he was quite an 
adept. These little personal 
habits of a man so much to 
be loved are not unworthy of 
recollection. But the list of 
his sat public deeds of 
beneficence will demand the 
rest of our space. 

This honest and diligent getter was to show himself, 
beyond all precedent in modern history, a cheerful giver; and 
to do it with that grace of noble simplicity, which human virtue 
has not surpassed. Mr. Peabody knew very precisely what he 
was about. A r Yankee boy, coming to trade in Baltim re, 
and then trafficking half a century in the big markets of America 
and in London, was likely to have formed a correct notion of 
the value of money and of all that money can purchase. He 
had seen as much of the world as most elderly men of business, 
accustomed to society and travel. Living here in England, he 
had seen what can be done by a private gentleman or noble-

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man with £50,000 or £100,000 a year; what palaces can be 
built and furnished; what parks and gardens can be planned; 
what trains of servants, what splendid equipages, what sumptuous 
feasts, can be procured; what pictures, statues, and libraries can 
be stored up for the delight of intellectual leisure. He might have 
devoted his entire wealth to his own indulgence in these thin 

inviting a select circle of fashionable acquaintance to sit round him 
and enjoy them; he would have been envied, admired, flattered, 
and renowned. Whatever the world affords and “‘men of the 
world ’’ profess to desire was in the reach of so rich a man; poli- 
tical power, if he had chosen it, might have been his in America; 
social power and pride either there or in Europe; all that could 
minister to the luxury of sense or fancy, or to the vanity of per- 
sonal distinction. But Mr. Peabody cherished a Tr opinion 
of hisown. He believed, from his experience and observation of 
the world, that none of these things would make a man happy 5 
though a man who has set his heart upon such things might 

very unhappy if they were taken from him. He thought he knew 

@ surer way to obtain happiness by the use of riches; and so, 
having wherewithal, he resolved to teach this lesson, by a few 
striking instances, both to his own countrymen and to ourselves. 

Mr. Peabody’s deliberate choice of practical philanthropy as an 
investment for the sake of happiness seems to have been justified 
by the result. He never repented his experiments in this direction, 
but repeated them in several different ways. He sought and found 
his highest enjoyment in putting human affairs to rights; in 
mending what was deficient, in correcting what was awry, and in 
providing for the comfort, the health, and the sound education of 
large numbers of mankind. As he liked to do all this better than 
any other occupation, and as he wished to see it faithfully and 
safely done, he chose to do it by free gifts in his lifetime, instead of 
leaving it to be done by others after his death. 

Some of his first notable acts of pecuniary munificence went to 
save the reputation of the American people. At the time of the 
Great Exhibition of 1851 he promptly supplied the sum needed to 
pay for the arrangements of the United States contributions. In 
the following year he joined Mr. Henry Grinnell, the New York 
shipowner, in fitting out the expedition to the Arctic Seas 
in search of Sir John Franklin. In the same year, 1852, he 
bestowed a large donation, since augmented to £100,000, to 
found a free library and educational institute at Danvers, 
his native place. In 1857 Mr. Peabody revisited his native 
country, after more than twenty years’ absence. On this 
occasion he gave £100,000 to found in Baltimore a noble insti- 
tute devoted to science and the arts, in conjunction with a free 
library. The corner-stone of the building for this institute was 
laid in 1858, and the building was completed, but its opening was 
delayed by the outbreak of the Southern rebellion. It was not 
until after the conclusion of the war that it was finally dedicated 
to the purposes for which it was founded, The founder afterwards 
gave a second £100,000 to this institution. 

On March 12, 1862, Mr. Peabody addressed a letter to Mr. C. F. 
Adams, American Minister; the Right Hon. Lord Stanley, Sir J. 
E. Tennent ; Mr. (now Sir Curtis) M. Lampson, Bart.; and Mr. J. 
S. Morgan, his own partner in business, informing them that a sum 
of £150,000 stood in the books of Messrs. George Peabody and Co., 
to be applied by them for the amelioration of the condition of the 
poor of London. 

The gentlemen above named duly entered on their trust, which 
has been applied in the mode indicated by the donor—namely, in 
the erection of model dwellings for working men. In January, 
1866, Mr. Peabody added another £100,000 to the fund; and on 
Dec. 5 last he made a further donation of about fifteen acres of 
land at Brixton, 5642 shares in the Hudson’s Bay Company, and 
£5405 in cash, making a total of £100,000, thus raising the amount 
of his gift to London to £350,000. This gift is held by the trustees 
under two deeds, the first having reference to the £150,000 first 
given, and the second including the remaining £200,000, which 
latter was not to be put in operation until July, 1869, and has, 
therefore, but now begun to be dealt with. It appears by the 
statement of the trustees for the year 1868 that they now hold pro- 
perty under the first deed valued at £173,313, the increase being 
the produce of rents on the buildings added to the interest on un- 
expended capital. Four ranges of buildings have been already 
erected, which house a population of 1971 individuals, composed of 
the families of working men earning wages on the average under 
2ls. a week. The trustees have acquired other sites, on which 
they are about to complete further blocks of houses for similar 
purposes. 

3y the last will and testament of Mr. Peabody, opened on 
the day of his funeral, his executors, Sir Curtis Lampson and 
Mr. Charles Reed, M.P., are directed to apply a further sum of 
£150,000 to the Peabody Fund in London. his makes half a 
million sterling bestowed by Mr. Peabody for that single object. 

The manner in which this extraordinary beneficence of a private 
American citizen has been acknowledged in Great Britain must be 
in the recollection of our readers. The freedom of the City of 
London was conferred upon him by the Corporation. The Queen, 
not content with offering him either a baronetcy or the grand cross 
of the Bath, which he respectfully declined, wrote him a grateful 
letter, and invited him to visit her at Windsor. Mr. Peabody also 
received from her Majesty, in March, 1866, just before his departure 
on a second visit to his native country, the gift of a beautiful 
miniature portrait of herself, framed in the most costly style, which 
he has deposited in the Peabody Institute at Danvers. The last 
token of public honour which had been rendered to this good man 
in London before his death was the uncovering, by the Prince of 
Wales, in July, of Mr. Story’s fine brenze statue of him, behind the 
Royal Exchange. 

Mr. Peabody remained in his native land three years, during 
which time he Jargely increased the amount of his donations, and 
sunded more than one or two important institutions. He gave 
.000,000 dols. for the education of blacks and whites in the South ; 
0,000 dols. for museums of American relics at Yale and Harvard 
Colleges; 50,000 dols. for a free museum at Salem; 25,000 dols. to 
Bishop M‘llvaine, for Kenyon College; and presented a sum of 
250,000 dols. to the State of Maryland. He also expended 
100,000 dols. on a **Memorial Church’’ to his mother, and dis- 
tributed among the members of his family 2,000,000 dols. In recog- 
nition of his many large gifts to public institutions in America, he 
received, in March, 1867, a special vote of thanks from the United 
States Congress. 

Mr. Peabody’s illness began while in America a few months ago, 
but he seemed to have partially recovered. He returned to this 
country, in order to consult his medical adviser, Dr. Gull, and then 
to pass the coming winter in thesouthof France. His death, on the 
4th inst., at the house of bis friend Sir Curtis Lampson, in Eaton- 
square, has caused universal regret. Having been born Feb. 18, 
1795, he was in the seventy-fifth year of his age.

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A WHALE IN THE FIRTH OF FORTH. 

The citizens and suburban dwellers of Edinburgh have enjoyed a 
mild excitement in the sight of a huge whale cast ashore in the 
Firth of Forth, at Longniddry, some fifteen miles from the capital 
along the road to the south-eastern seacoast. It was on Wednesday, 
the 3rd inst., that this visitor was seen, blowing its water- 

t thirty or forty feet in the air, at a little distance from 
the shore. It drifted nearer with the strong tide, and finally 
entangled amidst the rocks, from which it po desperate struggies 

, but could not extricate itself. The people assem 

at it, and several shots were fired at the — 
animal, which was at length exhausted by loss of blood. 
Two boys, named Ewart and Hadden, were the first 
to wade out, through the receding tide, and stick their pitch- 
forks into its blubbery flanks. The whale continued to 
signs of life long after the tide had left it, both by the blow- 
holes and the tail. Several persons have taken measurement of 
the carcass, and some slight difference is shown in the results. The 
nearest measurement that has been made, we believe, gives the 
length from the tip or point of the mouth to the extremity of tail 
in a straight line as 78 ft. 9 in., and, fullowing the curve of its side, 
as 80 ft. 9in. Its girth round the thickest part is 33 ft. ; the length 











of the fore fin is 11ft.; and the breadth of tail 15ft. 9in. The 
measurement round the lower jaw, from eye to eye, is 39ft.; the 
breadth from side to side of that jaw, 7 ft. 9in. ; and its length, ina 
straight line, is 17 ft. 9in. Of course, when in the water, its bulk 
must have been much greater, as its own weight pressing upon the 
rocks reduces its appearance considerably. The head is elongated 
and flattened, and the colour slate grey, with whitish tints beneath. 
The under jaw overshoots the upper jaw, but a great deal 
of the skin of the under jaw is pressed up, through the 
carcass lying so flat on the rocks. The eye is at the angle 
of the mouth, rather beyond the line and above it. It belongs to 
the species of Physalus antiquorum, or razor- whales, one of 
which was found, in 1831, floating in Plymouth Sound, which was 
102 ft. long and 75 ft. in circumference. There is the skeleton of 
another, caught near the Needles, Isle of Wight, in 1842, which is 
75 ft. long; and in the Edinburgh National Museum of Science and 
Art is the skeleton of one found at North Berwick, 80 ft. long, with 
a head 23 ft. wide. The Longnid whale, after lying aground 
seven or eight days, became disagreeable, and was at length sold by 
auction, for £120, to Mr. John Tait, oil merchant, of Kirkcaldy. 
It was towed across the Firth to that port, last Monday, by one of 
the North British Railway Company's steamers, and a tug from 
Leith. It has been visited by thousands of people, and many 
others would have liked to see it, but not to smell it, 





MURREE, IN THE PUNJAUB. 


The Engraving on page 512 is a view of the hill-station of Murree, 
which was established, in 1851, as a place of sanitary abode for the 
Europeans, both in the civil and military services, appointed to do 
duty in the sultry plains of the Punjaub. Maurree, situated in 
north latitude 33 deg. 54 min., and in eastlongitude 73 deg. 27 min., 
stands upon a hill at the confluence of the two rivers Indus and 
Jhelum; and its elevated position, 7330ft. above the sea-level, 
allows it to enjoy a temperate climate. Most of the common fruits 
of Britain, including cherries, raspberries, and strawberries, are 
there produced in season. The extensive barracks at Murree, for 
troops removed thither to restore their health, and the number of 
villas and other houses erected for the accommodation of English 
families, give it quite a European aspect. The railway communi- 
cation with Lahore, the capital of the Punjaub, makes this place a 
frequent resort of the wearied officials, employed in the government 
and judicial administration of that great province of our Indian 
empire. 











‘NEW MEN AND OLD ACRES,” AT THE 
HAYMARKET. 
Messrs. Taylor and Dubourg’s play, as above entitled, appears 
likely to retain possession of the stage; and in a great measure 
deserves to do so, from its intrinsic merit and general acting 
efficiency. The situation portrayed by our Artist is as novel as it is 
striking ; and, though its action is rather moral than physical, it is 
sufficiently intelligible, even in a picture.

**HORSES IN A STABLE.” 


The picture we have engraved (in continuation of our series of 
Illustrations of works by British artists in the national galleries) 
has been comparatively recently acquired by the South Kensington 
Museum. This picture, and also another by the same hand—a 
coast-scene, probably in the Isle of Wight—formed part of the valu- 
able collection liberally presented to the nation by the late Rev. 
Chauncey Hare Townsend. It is somewhat strange that these pre- 
sented pictures were, we believe, the first examples in oil which our 
** British school collection’’ could boast of one of the most 
thoroughly English early masters of that school. The picture 
selected for illustration is eminently characteristic of the painter. 
It shows to advantage his singular faculty of investing with 
picturesque charm and interest the humblest—nay, the meanest— 
objects and a of rural life—that faculty which not only 
won for his works a most extensive popularity with the masses, but 
caused them to be coveted by the most fastidious connoisseurs. 
It also exemplifies Morland’s nice sense of tone and chiaroscuro, 
and that extraordinary ease and certainty of handling which 
renders even his least important efforts delightful. When one 
notes how few yet how sure and completely descriptive are the 
pencil strokes which realise the various elements of this picture, 
one can readily believe the many stories told of his amazing 
rapidity and fertility—how he hit off a large landscape with six 
figures in six hours; how he often painted a picture while a 
creditor or a dealer was waiting for it ; or to raise a few guineas for 
a night’s carouse; or to take himself out of pawn at aninn. We 
may infer from the introduction of the r broken-down cart- 
horse in the foreground and his better-conditioned stable companion 
at the trough behind, that this picture was executed in the 
plenitude of his mang during his residence at Paddington. In 
those prosperous days horses of all kinds frequently occur in his 
works; and he himself is said to have owned eight saddle-horses 
at the White Lion, an inn opposite his house, for which he painted 
the sign in order that “‘the place might be worthy of an artist’s 
stud.’’ ‘He wished to be thought,”’ says Allan Cunningham, “a 
consummate judge of horse-flesh and a dealer in the article. But 
he was taught that his wisdom did not lie in that way by two or 
three sagacious horse-jockeys, and began to find that all the 
cunning of the island was not monopolised by the picture-dealers. 
For indifferent horses he paid with excellent pictures; or, what 
was worse, with bills which he was not always, if ever, prepared to 
take up, and, when due, purchased an extension of the time by the 
first picture he had ready.”’ 
There can be no doubt that much of Morland’s life, when not at 
his easel, was spent in lamentable dissipation. But t allowance 
must be made in his case, as in that of Hogarth’s, for vices of the 
time, from which great statesmen, and even divines, were not 
exempt. Certain it is that the early masters of our school were 
peculiarly unfortunate in their graphers. Northcote, for 
instance, is by turns self-sufficient, narrow, and cold, or caustic 
and malevolert. But almost every page of Allan Cunningham's 
** Lives’’ is tainted by a pharisaical assumption of moral superiority, 
or a raking up of unproved scandal under an affected pretence of 
candour, or a sordid calculation of artistic gains. There is scarcely 
a sentence of George Morland’s sad story that does not contain 
some tasteless and se obtrusion of his infirmities. Surely a 
just and generous man would have dwelt more upon the great talent 
developed, with little instruction and despite adverse influences ; 
upon the industry which a four thousand pictures 
during his short career; and the necessity would have been 
admitted of my Be Fg ah F- the bent of 
his taste directed him for subjects. How little reliance is to be 
a ne on some of the so-called anecdotes of Morland may be 
ferred from Cunningham’s own rectification of the following 
ghastly anecdote, quoted from Fuseli’s edition of Pilkington :— 
*He was found,”’ say these veracious authorities, “‘at another 
time in a lodging in Somers Town, in the following most extra- 
i circumstances. His infant child, that had been dead three 
weeks, lay in its coffin; in one corner of the room an ass and foal 
stood, munching barley out of the cradle; a sow and pig were 
solacing themselves in the recess of an old ny = himself, 
whistling over a beautiful picture that he was on the easel, 
with a bottle “ on one side and alive mouse sitting for his 
rait on the other.’’

THE AMSTERDAM SEA CANAL. 


The city of Amsterdam is situated at the south-western extremity 
of the Zuider Zee, at a point where the large inland water called 
the “‘ Y,”’ from the resemblance of its shape to that letter of the 
alphabet, communicates with the Zuider Zee. The entrance 
to the Zuider Zee, through which was formerly the only 
hn | for a ship to reach Amsterdam, is generally shallow, 
and its channel intricate; but, to make matters worse, at its 
—— with the Y, below the city, there exists a broad, shal- 
ow shoal, or bar, called the Pampus. The consequence was that 
ships drawing much water, and bound from the North Sea to 
Amsterdam, had either to discharge their cargoes outside the 
Pampus, in the Zuider Zee, or to be lifted over by the aid of 
- camels,’’ Ali the Dutch men-of-war had to be so lifted, and the 
ingenious manner in which it was done may be seen beautifully 
depicted in many old Dutch marine pictures. In order to improve 
the port of Amsterdam, and to get over the difficulty of navigating 
through the Zuider Zee and over the bar of the Pampus, a grand 
ship canal was constructed from the Helder to Bucksloot, a point on 
the North Holland shore, opposite the city. This canal isa fine 
specimen of Dutch ——s enterprise and skill. It has for 
many years passed through its lock-chambers nearly all the large 
vessels that have arrived at and departed from the port. But the 
development of the railway system throughout Europe has so 
altered the course of the traffic, and the ports to the southward 
and westward of the Helder have so much increased their trade, 
through being more accessible, that the merchants of Amsterdam 
begin to fear the loss of the high position which their city has so 
long enjoyed as the principal Continental port in the north of 
Europe. They have, therefore, determined to change their front 
and to make a new canal, not through the whole length of North 
Holland, as before, but by a short cut to the North Sea, taking the 
most direct route, and banking out the Zuider Zee as a lake that 
is done with for the use of ship navigation and left to be drained 
at leisure. 

The works of this new Amsterdam Sea Canal have been in 
aap a for some years past. They have all been designed, 

and are now being executed under the joint superintendence of 

r. J. Hawkshaw and Mr. J. Dirks. The contractors are Messrs. 
Henry Lee and Son. These works may be viewed as consisting of 
three principal divisions ; first, the great dam to cut off the waters 
of the Zuider Zee, with the dredging of a deep water channel, 
through the shallow bottom of the lake Y and the Wyker Meer; 
secondly, the cutting of a deep excavation through the sandy 
country that separates the Wyker Meer from the sea; and, thirdly, 
the construction of a deep-water harbour, where ships may find 
shelter and may obtain access to the canal. 

The North Sea harbour will be formed and protected by two 
long piers. One of these—that on the north side—is progressing 
towards completion, and the other has been commenced. This 
harbour when complete will contain an area of 260 acres. The 
width between the piers at the entrance will be 853 ft.; a minimum 
depth of 26} ft. will be maintained in it. This harbour is situated 
between Wiken Zee and Zand Voort, at a point about forty-five 
miles north of the Brielle bar. 

The canal itself will be 197 ft. wide at the surface and 88 ft 
wide at the bottom; a minimum depth of 23ft. water will be 
maintained in it. Between the North Sea entrance and the point 
where the canal crosses the North Holland road at Valsen will be 
a system of locks and sluices to regulate the tidal levels of the 
North Sea and inland waters. The old North Holland canal is 
52 miles in length ; the distance by the new Amsterdam sea canal 
is only 15} miles; so that it effects a saving of 364 miles between 
the sea and the port, giving an advantage the value of which it is 
difficult to over-estimate. 

From the North Sea shore to Valsen the excavation has been 
almost entirely completed; and between Valsen and Amsterdam 
the works are making rapid pro s, both in dredging and in 
facing and completing the pag fe will be several years before 
the harbour works are completed; but it is expected that the 
canal may be utilised for traffic at an early date. 

A view from the north pier-head, looking towards the land, 
shows the extent of masonry already complete, and the system of 
scaffolding by means of which the immense blocks of concrete are 
placed in their proper situations. Both piers will be constructed 
of these blocks, which are carefully prepared in the works at 
Valsen; they will, when the work is complete, make each pier 
one solid block of substantial masonry, able to resist the attacks 
of the furious gales and high seas that break upon this exposed 
coast. The Illustration on page 504 shows the character of the 
work along the canal where the dredging has been completed and 
the banks are being covered, or thatched, in the usual Dutch 
manner, to protect them from the wash thrown up by the wind and 
passing vessels. Another Illustration shows the dredger forming 
the deep-water channel through the shallows of the Wyker Meer. 

Inconnection with this enterprise of the Amsterdam Sea-Canal is 
an undertaking of land reclamation. It is intended to inclose and 
pump out all the water between the banks of the new canal and the 
old shore of the Y and Wyker Meer, thereby not only adding 
immensely to the wealth of the country but improving the salubrity 
of the air, which will benefit the health of the entire population of 
Haarlem, Leyden, Zarndam, and of the hundreds of thousands 
of inhabitants of the good old city of \. 

In a commercial point of view, however, the new Amsterdam 
Sea Canal is of the most vital importance to the city. It is likely 
that within a few years trade might otherwise take up with a better 
port and a shorter route to Central Europe, for there is a railway now 
making to Flushing, a town situated at the western extremity of the 
island of Walcheren, on the north shore of the western entrance to the 
Scheldt. At that place there is no bar, but good anchorage and 
deep water. When the new railway now being made is completed 
to Flushing, every part of Europe may thence be reached; and it 
is reasonable to suppose that a great north seaport will grow up 
there, being the only natural harbour of deep water between Calais 
and the Elbe.

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In an iron vessel thus painted the temperature in the tropics is said 
to be reduced by 15 deg. to 20 deg. Fahrenheit. This is an important 
point of comfort, and also favourable to the electrical condition of 
the cables she hasembarked. By this time the good ship and consorts 
are fast approaching St. Vincent, the first stage of their voyage. 
Summer lies before them in rounding Africa, and we feel sure that 
everyone in this country will join us in wishing to those intrusted 
with the execution of this work, as well as to the public-spirited 
British capitalists who have found the means, the most entire success 
in their d enterprise. 

The Great Eastern and the expedition as a whole are under the 
command of Captain Halpin, who is assisted by the same staff, and 
carries the same that laid the Atlantic cable of 1866 and 
the French Atlantic cable of the present year. Captain Halpin 
commanded on the latter occasion, and was chief officer ot the 
Great Eastern in the expedition of 1866. Including the crew, the 
engineers, and the staff for laying and testing the cable, the Great 
Eastern has 360 persons on board. Her magnitude is conspicuous] 
displayed by the fittings required for the expedition. On her dec 
there are seve houses, the guides for paying out the cable, 
the massive machine for hauling in, and the coops and pens 
for various live stock. There are 35 bullocks, with some calves, 
120 sheep, 50 pigs, and 100 dozen of poultry, to supply fresh meat 
for those on board. The main tank is a circular pit, 78ft. in 
diameter, 16 ft. in depth, and containing 1100 miles of cable. The 
whole freight of the Great Eastern on this occasion is said to be 
worth about three millions sterling. Her orders are to call at St. 
Vincent to fill up with coal, not only replacing what has been 
consumed, but loading deep. Her next stoppage will be at the 
Cape, and thence she will proceed through the Mozambique Channel 
to Bombay, where she will be due after sixty steaming days, or 
early in January, and wher she will be joined by the Chiltern. 
The Hibernia will proceed direct to Aden and the Hawk to Suez. 

When the Great Eastern and Chiltern have completed their 
coaling at Bombay they will proceed in company to Aden, the 
former laying the cable. When the Hibernia, Great Eastern, and 
Chiltern are ready to leave Aden, they will proceed in company 
for 335 miles, by which time the Great Eastern will have exhausted 
her Red Sea portion. The Hibernia will then splice and carry on 
the work, the Great Eastern leaving her consorts and returning by 
way of Aden to England. When the Hibernia has paid out all her 
cable, the Chiltern will splice in her turn, and continue laying as 
far as the Gulf of Suez. By the time this is done the Hawk will 
have laid her shore end at Suez, and have come sixty miles to meet 
the Chiltern. A splice between these portions will complete the 
undertaking. 

The length of telegraph cable stowed in the tanks of the Great 
Eastern is 2735 nautical miles, and her companion ships, the 
Hibernia, Chiltern, and Hawk, carry among them 1225 miles more, 
making a total of 3600 nautical, or about 4050 statute, miles. This 
length will suffice for the communication between Bombay and 
Suez by way of Aden, and will join the present Malta and 
Alexandria line. Another cable is pe to be laid from 
Falmouth to Gibraltar and Malta, and its completion will unite 
Bombay and the British fortresses in the Mediterranean along one 
line of submarine tclegraphy which will be unbroken except at Suez. 

The length of the Bo bay and Suez cable, now on its way, 
chances to precisely the same as that of the French Atlantic 
between Brest and Duxbury, and, except for the liberal use of 
ground flint or silica, as a protection against the ravages of the 
teredo, its coveri are also similar. Like the French Atlantic, 
the cable now on its way will receive extra coverings for a great 
distance from the shore. Experience has shown that motion on the 
bottom of the sea extends to a much greater depth than was at one 
time believed ; and therefore, in addition to the ordinary massive 
shore end, it is now the practice to have many miles of an inter- 
mediate character before the slighter deep-sea section commences, 
The central and essential portion of the cable, the conductor, con- 
sists of a strand of seven copper wires, six of which are wound in 
long spiral cords around a central one. In the section between 
Bombay and Aden these wires are one fourth heavier than between 
Aden and Suez; but in both sections they are quite fine and slender, 
weighing at most only 180lb. per nautical mile. The strand of 
wires is covered with alternate layers of Chatterton’s compound, a 
mixture of oo a indiarubber, and other gums, and of 
gutta-percha itself. In the Bombay and Aden section four 
layers of each kind are employed; in the Aden and Suez 
section three layers. The conductor and these layers constitute 
what is called the core of the cable. This is a little more than a 
quarter of an inch in diameter, and is next covered with a serving 
of jute yarn, steeped in a solution of cutch, or other preservative 
mixture, as a protective padding between the core and its outer 
coverings. Up to this point, except for the slight difference of 
thickness a y mentioned, the whole of the cable is alike; but 
afterwards its treatment varies with its destination. The greatest 
length, being the 1874 miles of deep-sea cable between Bombay and 
Aden, requires the least protection. It is covered by nine strands 
of wire and hemp, each strand composed of a galvanised homo- 
geneous iron wire, rather less than one tenth of an inch in diameter, 
and surrounded by five yarns of Russian or Manilla hemp. Each 
strand was first passed ugh a mixture of pitch, tar, and ground 
flint, and the whole cable — through a similar mixture. 
The covering wires are not in contact, but separated from 
each other by a strand of yarn. The section next in 
length consists of 1205 miles for the deeper portion of the 
Red Sea, and this is more strongly protected. Its yg ee 
of twelve galvanised iron wires, without hemp, each about the 
sixth of an inch in diameter, and wound on spirally so as to be in 
absolute contact. Above this are strands of sd spe laid on in 
opposite } provers 7 my covered with Latimer Clark’s compound— 
that is, of ground flint and mineral pitch. Theshore end at Bombay 
receives for ten miles the additional protection of twelve strands of 
galvanised iron wire, each strand consisting of three wires of one 
fifth of an inch in diameter. For eighty-six miles further it is 
covered by ten single wires, each a quarter of an inch in diameter ; 
and for fifty miles more by twelve each one fifth of an inch 
in diameter. Approaching Aden, the shore end has twenty miles 
like the last-described portion, and then ten miles covered with 
the strands of triple wire. In the Red Sea, both at Aden and Suez, 
there will be ten miles with triple strands, and at the Aden extremity 
325 miles, covered with ten wires of one fifth of an inch, before 
the deep-sea portion is reached. Our Illustration of the scene at 
Portland is from an excellent sketch by Mr. F. J. Corrie.

A PATAGONIAN CACIQUE. 

Several Illustrations of the scenery and costumes of Patagonia and 
Terra del Fuego have yo in this Journal, from the sketches 
there taken by Mr. F. L. Bedwell, of the Admiralty Survey 
Department, who was engaged in the surveying expedition of 
H.M.S. Nassau. We now give the Portrait of Ka-Mi-Lo. This 
chief was a very favourable specimen of the Patagonians. Standin 
about 6ft. 2in. in height, broad-shouldered and firmly knit, an 
with a countenance handsome in its features and always wearing an 
expression of kindness and amiability, he was a fine-looking man. 
His obliging disposition rendered him a great favourite with all who 
had occasion to make his acquaintance. The condition, habits, and 
manners of the aborigines of Patagonia have been described in 
former notices by the same hand. 


THE FARM. 

The results of a summer's agricultural trip on the Continent have 
been very ably set forth by Mr. James Howard, M.P., in his recent 
lecture before the Farmers’ Club. Some few years since he pressed 
very strongly on the Royal Agricultural Council the advisability of 
sending a deputation to the Continent to report on the manufacture 
of sugar from beet, but his advice fell upon stony ground, and bore 
no further fruit than an official acknowledgment of his letter. The 
Farmers’ Club has, however, lent him a listening ear both on this 
and many other topics in connection with Continental agriculture. 
In France the Minister of that special department “‘takes under 
his — wing the whole family of French agriculturists.’’ 
He divides the country into twelve sections, and holds a show of 
Concour Régional in each, with public money, besides giving £200, 
and an £120 silver cup, called ‘‘ The Premium of Honour,”’ for the 
best managed farm on which most useful improvements have been 
introduced. These farms are slowly exercising an influence for 
good. One of them, M. Decrombecque’s, at Sens, about fifty 
miles from Calais, is as remarkable as its owner, who is thoroughly 
versed in English farming. In 1867 he had 500 acres out of the 
1200 in beetroot, without a blank spot in any , and estimated at 
eighteen tons per acre. The land been ploughed 16 in. to 18 in. 
— with huge ploughs drawn by ox-teams, sixteen in a team; 
and 300 to 400 cattle are fatted on the English box system, with 
pulp from the sugar manufactory. The beasts he keeps in dark- 
ness, to avoid flies, and secure earlier maturity for the butcher. 
Sometimes even before the wheat was carted, heavy flexible or 
spiked chain harrows are run over the surface to set the annual 
weeds and shed corn germinating. M. Decrombecque prefers the 
system to ing or shallow ploughing. 

At M. Hamoir’s, of Saultrain, near Valenciennes, the country 
is covered with sugar factories, the general run of holdings is only 
30 or 40 acres, and the average rent 72s. The land has been sold 
at £192 per acre, and farmers _— investing to hiring. Near 
Sologne, the peasantry are ‘‘ equally possessed by the demon of pro- 
perty in land;’’ and, as here the fee simple is only from £3 10s. to £8, 
they can gratify the taste, and have, consequently, no capital left 
to work it with. Rye at 18 to 24 bushels per acre is the principal 
crop; and the wages are ls. 8d. per day in summer, and ls. 3d. in 
winter, with no cxtras in harvest but some piece-work. M. 
Cail’s farm at La Briche, near Tours, seems a wonderful place. The 
3800 acres have neither tree nor fence, and are reclaimed from bog 
and wood, and it contains one central and eight minor homesteads. 
The corn barn, which can hold the unthreshed produce of 1250 acres, 
is 336 ft. long, 130ft. wide, and 32 ft. high. There are sheds for 
600 bullocks, a covered fold for 3000 sheep, a granary, tramways, 
and a distillery, which makes beetroot in sugar or spirits, 
according to the market prospects. The farm is culti- 
vated on a three-course shift—wheat, beetroot, and clover. 
Among the labourers were 130 boys, between fourteen and eighteen, 
from the Mettray Reformatory, working under one of its superin- 
tendents, and waiting until their turn comes for the conscription. 
The labourers are badly off, and the team men sleep on straw in a 
box near the cattle. In one district the horsekeeper slept in a box 
hung from the roof of the stable—an arrangement reminding us of 
the defaulter in a cockpit who was at one time slung up in a basket, 
so that all men might know. Their labourers’ state nearly approaches 
to slavery ; their hours are foura.m. to eight p.m. in summer, and 
till noon on Sundays; and wages, without perquisites, 1s. 8d. per 
day. For cutting and binding an imperial acre of wheat the price 
is 5s. Still there is no unfriendly feeling towards their employer. 
The men always had a kindly salutation for M. Cail, and he kissed 
all the foremen and the grimy blacksmith to boot on both cheeks 
each morning. It seems that a franc per day has not been an 
unusual scale of Py. for peasants, but the result has been that they 
fly to the cities. ages have been kept down, marriage discou- 
raged, and the conscription kept in full force ; so that writers may 
wall look with dismay at the depopulation of the rural districts. In 
some places no tenants can be found, and the co-operative system 
has been perforce applied. 

Our horses, cattle, sheep, and pigs have wrought a revolution in 
French stock, and the Haras have enabled the horse-breeding 
farmers to obtain the use of good State-inspected sires. The Per- 
cheron horses have been brought to great perfection, and Mr. 
Howard thinks that their middle-sized, active, and powerful frames 
ey og tet oy A ° 

Small farms preponderate in the greater part of France, and 
present an eff barrier to agricultural improvements. Ten 
acres are considered sufficient to support a family; and a couple of 
cows, which supply the vow welll in the plough, and draw the 
cart to market, are the } g live stock. Sometimes an ass, a 
horse, and a bull may be seen in the harrows together; and thirty 
bushels of wheat is considered an excellent crop. 

Mr. Howard gives very ample directions for the manufacture of 
sugar ye by quoting the instructions given to farmers by a large 
firm at Cologne. It seems to be a very mighty agent as an indus- 
trial crop when we read on a triumphal agricultural arch at Valen- 
ciennes that since its introduction into the district the wheat crop 
has increased from 122,000 qrs. to rr qrs., and the oxen from 
700 to 11,600. The climate and soil of the dryer part of England 
— has a manufactory at Lavenham, Suffolk) are well suited to 

e root; but it is of much importance that August, September, 
and the early part of October should be sunny, as then the sugar is 
in course of formation. After the sugar has been extracted 18 to 
20 cent of pulp is left. Horses do not like it, pigs prefer it 
cooked, sheep will eat 121b. a day of raw pulp, and bullocks will 
fatten on it when they will not do so on the root itself, which is less 
easy of digestion, and rather inimical to milk. Guano does not 
suit it, and in some parts of the Continent oilcake has been used as 
a manure for it. In one sugar-mill, where 14,000 tons of beetroot 
were used at 19s. per ton (including a &c.)—£13,300—the 
balance after the sale of the sugar during one year was 
£13,803 13s. 4d4.; and spirit-distilling is still more profitable. 
Twelve tons and a half per acre is considered a good crop, and it is 
ploughed for at 13in. tol4in. The top roots contain the most 
sugar, and they, as well as the leaves in the later stages of the 
growth, are especially guarded from injury. :

Of Belgium we shall even hear more fully when the Royal 
Agricultural report appears. Mr. Howard considered that the 
average rent throughout the country was 27s. per acre, and the 
average wages ls. ld. The grass crops seemed quite guiltless of the 
roller; and one poor farmer said he could not make it out, as he had 
got the priest to pray for it, why his crop was so poor. Mr. Howard 
suggested that Providence should not be held responsible for the 
omission of the roller, and M. Kamoir thought the prayers would 
be answered if he ton on plenty of dung. It is no uncommon sight, 
especially in the Rhenish provinces, to see the image of a patron 
saint at the head of a field to protect the crops. Waterloo was gay 
with the poppy and the corn-flower when Mr. Howard rode over it, 
and the crops were not equal to the promise of the season. To Mr. 
Hoskyns, M.P., who stated, in the Zimes, that the number of 
beasts fed and meat produced per acre was far greater in Belgium 
than in England, Mr. Howard replies that he forgets how much of 
this is mere draught power, and that Belgium has but 500,000 
sheep against our 35,000,000; and, in fact, that only 98 lb. per acre 
of meat is reared in Belgium against 1481b. in England and Wales. 

Mr. Howard was also much struck with the system of irrigation 
on ninety acresnear Milan. The water was used eleven times over 
from the point where it reaches the farm to where it is parted 
with. The grass Aug. 24) was twenty-four days old, and fit to 
cut; and seven crops had been previously taken this year. After 
a wheat crop cabbages are planted, and the land is irrigated once 
before and once after they are put in, with such good effect that 
in six or seven weeks the ground is completely covered with them. 

Comparing our labourers with those all over the Continent, 
Mr. Howard considers that the position of our own, if they would 
spend less in beer, is incomparably superior. As one of his own 
men, who perpetually goes to set up machinery on the Continent, 
observed, ** Poor things! they can’t do what I call a day’s work. 
There ’s nothing inside ’em but bread, broth, cabbage, red herring, 
and such like.’”” Again, a minute subdivision of land does not tend 
toraise wages, but to produce a want of continuous employment; and 
so itisin England and Ireland. Insecurity of tenure also tends 
greatly to retard the progress of agriculture, and in the province of 
Groningen, in Holland, which possesses perhaps greater agricultural 
wealth than any other part of Europe, the tenancy is hereditary. 
Upon the general question of large v. small farms, Mr. Howard 
does not scruple to pronounce in favour of the former; as a system 
under which the largest amount of food can be raised at the least 
possible cost must be superior to that under which the greatest 
population can subsist upon a given area. Even when the con- 
ditions are favourable the crops of the cultivator of a few acres are, 
as a rule, far inferior to those of the large stock farmer. Under the 
petite culture system of France and the Continent the creation of 
a class of intelligent tenants with sufficient capital to develop the 
resources of the soil is impossible. The proportion of crops in 
England and Scotland is one third exhaustive and two thirds re- 
storative—i.e., consumed by cattle and sheep. In the beetroot 
districts our system has been followed by France and Belgium, but 
over a wide extent of those countries the system has been purely 
exhaustive. The small farmer merely raises corn and other crops, 
which can be taken to market at once and turned into money. In 
short, the effect of petite culturein England, with our ever-advancing 
population, would be to send up meat to famine prices. 


FUNERAL OF MR. PEABODY. 

It was the desire of Mr. Peabody, dying in London, that his remains 
should be conveyed to America, to be laid in the tomb which he 
had built at Danvers, and in which he had placed the body of his 
mother. But his executors, Sir Curtis Lampson and Mr. C. Reed, 
M.P., complied with the public wish to let a faneral service be per- 
formed over his coffin in Westminster Abbey before its removal. 
This ceremony, which took place on Friday week, was attended 
with no extraordinary pomp, saving the presence of the Lord 
Mayor and Sheriffs, in their official robes, and the number of 
carriages, including those of the Queen and Prince of Wales, that 
followed the hearse from Eaton-square. But the Prime Minister 
and the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs were also present 
among the mourners; and General Grey, as representative of her 
Majesty. The interior of the Abbey was crowded in every part by 
a silent and sympathising congregation, most of whom wore 
mourning apparel. The multitude outside in Broad Sanctuary and 
Victoria-street, consisting chiefly of workmen's wives and other poor 
women, seemed equally impressed with the feeling of the occasion. 

It was about one o'clock when the funeral procession set out 
from the residence of Sir Curtis M. Lampson, 80, Eaton-square, 
where Mr. Peabody died. It consisted of a hearse drawn by four 
horses, preceded by a lid of plumes, and followed by five mourning 
coaches, In the first were Sir Curtis Lampson and Mr. Charles 
Reed, M.P. (the two executors), his Excellency the United States 
Minister, and Mr. Benjamin Moran. In the second carriage were 
the Hon. F. Morse (United States Consul-General), Mr. Josiah 
Nunn (Vice-Consul), and Messrs. George and Henry Lampson. In 
the third were Mr. Russell Sturgis, Mr. J.S. Morgan, Mr. Somerby, 
and Mr. Norman Lampson. In the fourth were Mr. C. G. Gooch, 
the Rev. Thomas Nolan, Dr. Gull, and Mr. W. H. Covey (the medical 
attendants of the deceased gentleman); and in the last carriage 
were Mr. Gardner and Mr. Winter (valet to Mr. Peabody). After 
the mourners, a long string of private carriages brought up the 
rear of the procession—including those of the Queen, the Prince of 
Wales, Sir Curtis Lampson; Mr. Charles Reed, M.P.; his Excel- 
lency the Minister of the United States, the United States Consul, 
the Lord Mayor, Mr. Alderman and Sheriff Causton, Mr. Sheriff 
Vallentin, Mr. Under-Sheriff Crosley, Mr. Under-Sheriff Baylis, the 
Duchess Dowager of Somerset, Marquis Townshend, Lady Emerson 
Tennent, Lady Franklin, Miss Burdett Coutts, Mr. J. S. Morgan, 
Mr. Russell Sturgis, Mr. Gooch, Mr. Shenley, Mr. Hamilton, Miss 
Gamble, Mr. Rigg, Mr. Dunville, Mr. Moffatt, and Dr. Gull. 

Following the line of route past St. Peter's Church and along 
Victoria-street, the procession arrived at the west door of the 
Abbey. Here the coflin was received by the Rev. Canon Nepean, 
the Rev. Lord John ‘Thynne, Archdeacon Jennings, the Rev. 8. 
Flood Jones, the Rev. Frederick Harford, and the rest of the 
cathedral clergy, together with the vicars choral and choristers. 
These were reinforced by part of the choir of St. Paul's Cathedral; 
they walked before the body, two and two, up the nave, and under 
the triforium into the choir. The coffin, which was covered in 
black velvet and surmounted by a wreath of immortelles, was 
carried by ten men and deposited on a stage in front 
of the steps leading up to the altar. The mourners took 
their places on seats reserved for them on each side of 
the sacrarium, and inside the rails of the communion-table were 
seated the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and Under-Sheriffs, together 
with Mr. Gladstone and the Earl of Clarendon, and General 
Grey, in private dress, as the representative of her Majesty. The 
“ Sentences,”’ “‘I am the Resurrection’’ having been sung, and the 
90th Psalm, “ Lord, Thou hast been our refuge,’’ having been 
chanted by the choir, Archdeacon Jennings read the Lesson from 
1 Corinthians xv. The Lesson ended, the funeral procession 
was resumed, and, while an anthem was sung, the coffin was carried 
back, as before, into the nave and placed by the side of an opening 
3 ft. deep, into which it was lowered, the service at the grave being 
read by the Sub-Dean, the Rev. Lord John Thynne. At the con- 
clusion of the service, the ‘‘ Dead March"’ in ‘“‘ Saul’’ was played 
on the organ, while the mourners one after another stepped forward 
to take a parting look at the coffin as it lay in its shallow receptacle, 
near the third arch from the western door of the nave. The coffin- 
lid bore the following inscription :— 

Geonok Pranopy, Born at Danvers, Massachusetts, Feb. 18th, 1795; 

in London, England, Nov. 4th, 1869.

and contributions by Messrs. Teniswood, Peel, and C, E. Johnson. 
The landscapes, sea-pieces, &c., in the Dudley Gallery are, in 
general, minor efforts by their respective authors. Exception must, 
however, be made in respect of a few sea subjects which supply 
a prominent element of interest. Several young painters, including 
among those exhibiting here Messrs. Robert Leslie, Wyllie, Henry 
Moore, Hemy, and Walters, bid fair to raise marine painting to the 
position it should occupy in this sea-girt land, with its vast maritime 
population. Knowle grounded in thorough observation is con- 
syicuous in two pictures by Mr. Leslie, which, so to speak, touch the 
extreme notes in the gamut of marine effect. The sentiment of calm 
intensified by a sky cloudless as well as windlees, and by the

« Evening Effect on the French Coast, from the Beach, Deal”’ 
(166). The “effect”’ of the title is the last faint flush of sunset on 
the far-off cliffs of France. Darkling twilight already creeps over 
the intervening Channel, converting its broad bosom into one dulled 
monotonous repetition of the sky, in which, from the absence of all 
possible play of bright reflection, the very steamers seem —— 
inlaid. Along the smooth sands of the foreshore lie a few sti 
pools, left by the receding tide, and the only sign of life in nature 
is the thinnest possible fringe of white foam gliding stealthily 


along the caging pulsations of the gently subsiding sea. Turning 
from this peaceful scene to No. 121, ‘*On the Goodwins,’ we have 
the extreme contrast of the elements in direst war with man—a 
steam-tug, in dubious conflict with the wind, which drives her 
smoke straight down to leeward, and the foaming breakers which 
momentarily threaten to engulf her, struggling bravely to drag off 
from the dangerous sand-bank a grounded and disabled brig to 
which she has succeeded in attaching a hawser.

Mr. Ditchfield’s ‘‘ Landscape—Sunset Effect’’ (46) too 
clearly shows that the painter commenced at the wrong extremity 
of art: he has attempted ideal composition before having laid a 
safe foundation of knowledge derived from imitation of the real. 
The result, which is far more evident in this than in some precedin 
efforts, is dull, effete mannerism. We wish, indeed, Mr. itchfield 
had furnished us with so good a text as on some former occasions 
wherefrom to preach to the mass of slavish topographers on the 
poetic value and subjective truth of those principles of composition 
and idealisation which ennobled the chefs-d’cuvre of the early 
masters of landscape, as well as those of our own Turner, and did 
so on analogous principles, and not more arbitrarily, though with 
diverse aims and materials.

COLONEL MONTGOMERY. 
Colonel Alexander Barry Montgomery, C.B., who died at Stoke, 
Devonport, on the 17th ult., was the eldest son of John 
Montgomery, Esq., a Captain in the 15th Regiment, and claimed 
descent from an ancient family of Anglo-Norman origin. He was 
educated at Sandhurst, and at an early age entered the Royal 
Regiment, with which he served in the Burmese war.

Charles Eccles, Esq., who died at his seat, Ecclesvillo, in the county 
of Tyrone, on the 4th inst., was the eldest son of the late John 
Dickson Eccles, Esq., whom he succeeded in the faniily property. 
He was born April 9, 1813, and married April 9, 1840, Isabella, 
daughter of Edward Blake, Esq., of Castlegrove, in the county of 
Galway, by whom (who pre-d him in 1859) he had, with 
other issue, his successor, John Stewart Eccles. Mr. Eccles was a 
justice of the peace and Deputy Lieutenant, and served as High 
Sheriff of Tyrone in 1835. Mr. Eccles, a popular and much-esteemed 
resident country gentleman, was the lineal representative of Gilbert 
Eccles, Esq. (younger son of John Eccles, Esq., of Kildonan, 
Ayrshire), who settled in Ireland temp.

The surname is local, 
and was assumed by the proprietors of the lands and barony of 
Eccles, in Dumfriesshire, as early as the period when surnames 
became hereditary in Scotland.

occasion of my mission to the respective Courts, and which I here 
notice for the purpose only of recording those marks of favour and 
condescension, as I have never for my Sovereign’s license 
to wear publicly the insignia of those orders in this country.’’ The 
will was executed in 1864, and three codicils 1864-7-9. The 
executors are Henry Young, Esq., barrister-at-law, the testator’s 
brother, and Francis Young, Esq., his nephew, the son of the said 
Henry. The personalty was sworn under £60,000. Sir Charles died at 
his residence, Princes-terrace, Hyde Park, Aug. 31 last, aged seventy- 
four, without issue. He bequeaths to his wife an annuity of £1000, an 
immediate legacy of £400, and a power of appointment by a will 
or deed over £1000; also his plate, jewellery, garter, mantles, 
chain, collars, and sceptre, and official robes and uniform; the 
candelabra presented to him by his friends on entering u 
his office as ** Garter ’’ he leaves to her for life, then to his er 
Henry; and afterwards to his nephew, Henry. His residen 
Princes-terrace, upon the decease of his wife, he leaves to his 
brother, and afterwards to his said nephew, Francis Young. All 
his manuscripts relating to the office of “‘ Garter K -at-Arms,””

NATIONAL SPORTS. 


The ring are still sticking at their work with a perseverance hardly 
natural to man; and, quite forgetting the dreary Houghton meet- 
ing, they have shivered under sleet and nor’ westers at Liverpool this 
last week for the benefit of Mr. Topham. That gentleman ordered 
a London reporter out of his domains for presuming to criticise his 
policy in print ; but, after sleeping on it for two nights, he relented 
and apologised. We look in vain over the four days’ running for 
an g of interest. Certainly, we may note that Lumley, who 
was believed by many to be the best two-year-old of ’68, won a 
Welter Plate; that a daughter of Yarra Yarra (the dam of Lord 
Hastings’s 12,000-guinea horse) won a £50-a-side match; and that 
Sir Joseph Hawley, who has ended the season much better than he 
began it, repeated his Autumn Cup victory with Lictor, by that 
wonderful Lambton, who is such a cripple that he takes “his walks 
abroad’’ on his toes, and yet gets stock that are always handy 
at the finish when they haven’t too much distance to compass. 
Provider, 6st. 21b., showed us how wretched the quality of th: 
Cesarewitch horses must ha ’e been; and really it is impossible t 

see why Mr. Graham should like to run a St. Leger mare, which 
earned him so much, when the weight gave her no chance. With 
a very flattering weight Taraban, as usual, was nowhere. The 
horse does not look a bit bigger than he was two years ago, and it 
is no wonder that Royal Oak always seemed his master when they 
galloped on the tan. 

Mr. Frail’s meeting at Shrewsbury was a decided improvement 
on Mr. Topham’s venture. Brick won the Autumn Steeplechase, 
and also a hurdle race, after a dead heat with Fan, whom many 
consider will yet win a Grand National. Bonny Swell scored 
again for Macaroni, and Vestminster only just managed to give 
Chancinenne 5lb. It seems a pity to continue to run Mandrake, who 
has evidently lost his fine form, and did not even pass the post in 
the Queen’s Plate, won by the much-improved Mysotis. White 
Slave, with much the worst of the weights, beat a field of speedy 
‘old ’’uns’’ over six furlongs; and Ecarté’s victory in the Cup 
will keep the ring for the winter. His name was never mentioned, 
he was not among the list of arrivals, and not one person in ten 
knew that he was even entered for the race, 

Blue Gown is in the market for 5000 gs., a sum he is not likely 
to realise. His sister was a drug for a long time, and then she was 
sold to go abroad. The Earl, which beat him last year, was sold 
for about £1500 less. With the exception of Thormanby, very few 
sires have made an especial figure this year. Blair Athol and Ely 
have done very little, but, in a small way, none have been more 
successful than King John. The Macaronis seem deficient in 
staying powers, so far; and Lord Clifden has just done enough to 
hold his ground. As regards looks, his stock excel, and we have 
not seen the best of him yet. Voltigeur is never to leave Aske 
again; and, although he is nearly twenty-three, we believe that he 
will yet live down the prejudice which has been raised against him. 
The stock of Gladiateur will give us a taste of their quality next 
season, and a fine hardy lot they generally appear to be. We shall 
also see The Duke and the Savernake yearlings, and the Lord Lyon 
and The Ear! foals. 

Coatham had a capital coursing meeting, only marred by a 
strong difference with the judge as to the result of the cours: 
between Newton and Gainford Lad, the former of which won the 
Cleveland Produce Stakes. Fire Brigade by Brigadier, won th« 
Coatham Cup. At Bassenthwaite, Genuine Article and Burgundy 
by Ewesdale from Goneril divided the Castle Cup. So far th 
Ewesdale blood has done very little this season. At Letton, Patent 
had a turn with Lecturer; and Refraction and Rhoda, a daughter 
of old Rebe, ran upto the former. The old dog was also well 
represented by two winners at the Holbeach meeting ; and Matilda, 
a daughter of Trovatore, won the West Norfolk Cup on the plains 
of Swaffham, whose Marham field was principally in turnips. The 
company was one of the largest and most aristocratic ever seen on 
these celebrated plains; and, except on the first day, when he was 
SS from being present, ‘‘ The Squire’’ managed it and th« 

ting with his wonted tact and success. 

The packs have all got to work again, with the exception of 
Earl Fitzwilliam’s, about whose country there is, unfortunately, a 
hitch.

The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, Nov. 13:— 

_ In London the births of 2271 children (1160 boys and 1111 
girls) were registered last week. In the corresponding weeks of 
ten years, 1859-68, the average number, corrected for increase of 
population, is 2182. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1689. 
It was the forty-fifth week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1425. The deaths in the present return exceed by 264 the esti- 
mated amount, but are less by 83 than the number recorded in the 
preceding week. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 488, the 
corrected average number being 347. Nine deaths from small- 
pox, 31 from measles, 218 from scarlet fever, 10 from diphtheria, 
69 from whooping-cough, 10 from typhus fever, 14 from enteric 
fever, 15 from simple continued fever, and 21 from diarrhea 
were registered. The mortality from scarlet fever was lower 
than in the four preceding weeks, the numbers recorded in those 
— being 224, 233, 229, and 241. Thirteen cases were registered 

week in the west districts, 45 in the north, 21 in the central, 
60 in the east, and 79 in the south districts. One hundred and 
seventy-three persons died from phthisis, 227 from bronchitis, and 
133 from pneumonia. The corrected average number of deaths 
from phthisis is 162, from bronchitis 154, and from pneumonia 104. 
In the previous week, which ended Nov. 6, the deaths from these 
diseases were 191, 219, and 114 respectively. The deaths of 2 
persons from delirium tremens, of 2 persons from burns or scalds, 
of (3 pe from drowning, of 13 infants and 2 adults from 
suffocation, and of 4 who committed suicide were recorded.
